EDMONTON — The brother 
of Mohammed Eddy Hay- 
mour, leader of a gang of 
gunmen who seized the Cana¬ 
dian Embassy in Beirut, said 
Friday he was shocked at his 
brother’s actions, and had 
never knowm him to be dan¬ 
gerous. 

"But perhaps the recent 
civil war in Lebanon, with 
killing and terror on all "sides, 
brought some kind of change 
in him,” said James Hay- 
mour, an Edmonton barber. 

The eight-hour siege of the 
embassy ended Monday night 
when police arrested five gun¬ 
men who threatened to kill 17 
hostages unless Haymour’s 



children were returned from 
Canada;._.__ .—r- -' 

Haymour. the leader who 
had lived in Canada for some 
20 years and held Canadian 
citizenship, also demanded 
compensation for an Okana¬ 
gan'Lake island which British 
Columbia authorities had re¬ 
fused to allow him to develop 
into an Arabjan-style tourist 
resort.

OTTAWA (CPI — Joe Clark 
set up shop as Progressive 
Conservative leader Monday, 
saying a heavy weight of re¬ 
sponsibility has replaced the 
numbness he felt following 
Sunday’s dramatic leadership 
win. 

Settling into the office seat 
recently vacated by Robert 
Stanfield, he said his thoughts 
have already turned to the 
federal election expected in 
1978. 

‘‘We are well into Day 1 of 
the next election campaign,” 
he told reporters. He spent, 
the day talking privately with 
fellow contestants in the lead¬ 
ership race and other MPs, 
discussing roles they might 
play in the future “job of win¬ 
ning.” 

Meanwhile, those he beat in 
Sunday’s vote returned to 
their jobs or went into temi>o- 
rary seclusion. 

For a moment in the Com¬ 
mons, the winner might well 
have seemed to be Claude 
Wagner, the MP for Ste. llya- 


cintlie who lost. to Clark by 
a 65-vote margin. 

Prime Minister Trudeau, 
cabinet ministers and MPs 
from all parties came up to 
shake his hand and chat pri¬ 
vately. 

When he rose as lead-off 
questioner for the Conserva¬ 
tives in Clark’s absence, he 
was given a long, loud round 
of applause. 

It was a moment, 
Wagner said, that made him 
proud of being a Canadian. 
He thanked the House for the 
"moving expression of friend¬ 
ship.” 

Above him in the Parlia¬ 
mentary Press Gallery de¬ 
feated candidate Paul Hellyer 
resumed his place as a politi¬ 
cal columnist. And beside 
Wagner, fellow MPs John 
Fraser (Vancouver South), 
Flora MacDonald (Kingston 
and The Islands), and Heward 
Grafftey (Brome-Missisquoi) 
returned to the more mun¬ 
dane chores of political life.

‘Backroom boy’ McKinnon: 

Tough grind to sell him 
to Conservative MPs

“Joe is a good man; he’s 
capable of leading the 
country.” 

That brief statement sjums 
up Victoria MP Allan McKin¬ 
non’s assessment of Joe, 
Clark, newly-elected leader of 
the national Progressive Con¬ 
servative Party. 

In McKinnon’s • opinion, 
Clark not only has all the nec¬ 
essary qualifications to he 
Canada's next, prime minister 
hut will prove it to the people 
and win the next general elec¬ 
tion. 

And who’k McKinnon to 
speak with such assurance uf 


the man who entered <the Tory 
Leadership rave ps a dark 
horse to emerge the winner? 

For starters, McKinnon is 
the ‘‘backroom boy” who 
along with two other party 
caucus members engineered 
Clark’s campaign. 

As the Tory defence critic, 
his support of the winner will 
all but assure him of the de¬ 
fence minister’* portfolio 
should the Liberals be unseat¬ 
ed in the next election, be¬ 
lieved to be coming sometime 
in 1978. 

It was a tough grind to sell 
Clark to the party. McKinnon 
said in an interview from Ot¬ 
tawa Monday. 


Reward planned 
for good drivers 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Edu¬ 
cation Minister Pat McGeer 
said.Monday that rewards for 
good drivers will be in store 
for B.C. motorists next year. 

McGeer. minister responsi¬ 
ble for the Insurance Corp. of 
B.C.. said the corporation is 
\rorking on a number of plans 
which will lower insurance 
premiums for good drivers, 
while penaliziing bad drivers 
with higher rates. 

Earlier Monday, McGeer in¬ 
dicated during an ojien-line 
radio program thut rates to 
good drivers could be cut by 
as much as 80 per cent, but 
l x * la tep clarified the com¬ 


ment ‘saying that no percent¬ 
age cut has been contemplat- 

, rtl. 

On the same radio show, 


however, McGeer made it 
clear that drivers who make 
claims with ICBC will be se¬ 
verely penalized. 

“I can promise everybody 
right now that there will be' 
substantial penalties for in¬ 
surance claims and there will 
be substantial rewards for 
good driving in the future,” 
he said. ** 

“Everybody has been 
lumped into the same ca¬ 
tegories up until this time 
with no particular advantage 
being given to those with a 
claim-free record,” he added. 

Liberal Leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son urged the government to 
make some provision for peo¬ 
ple who won’t be able td af¬ 
ford the insurance and have 
nowhere to store their vehi- 


He recalled a meeting last 
June of 14 Tory MPs called to 
discuss whether Clark should 
enter the race. 

“After three hours of de¬ 
bate, we took a vote and the 
outcome was 10 to 4 against 
running him,” said McKin¬ 
non. 

Eventually, only three stuek 
with Clark — “Harvey Andre 
(Calgairy-Centre), Steve Pa- 
pro s k i (Edmon ton-Centre) 
and yours truly,” McKinnon 
said. 

Even until about six weeks 
ago, things didn’t look good 
fur Clark, but then, something 
happened: 

“We were with Clark cam¬ 
paigning in Toronto When 
midway through a speech, .it 
struck me and I thought by 
God. we can pull it off — they 
w'ere really going for him,” 
he said. 

At the convention, (McKin¬ 
non predicted victory for 
Clark if he came in third on 
the first ballot which he did. 

There were tense moments, 
McKinnon recalls, such as 
John Fraser withdrawing his 
name after the first ballot but 
too late to have his name of¬ 
ficially removed from the bal¬ 
lot sheets. 

Word couldn’t be relayed to 
all Fraser supporters fast 
enough and 34 still voted for 
him in the second ballot al¬ 
though he had throwri his sup¬ 
port behind Clark. 

But the outcome is history. 
Clark won after the fourth 
ballot and the Tbries have a 
new leader. 

And Clark, McKinnon said, 
won’t repeat the mistakes 
that proved the downfall of 
another man from the west 
who led the Tories out of the 
political wilderness a decade 
ago.

But he had no 
wish to assume the same 
mantle of “bad luck” that had 
cost the former leader the 
last three elections. 

Cl a r k said lie had told 
former prime minister John 
Diefenbaiker he would be 
seeking his advice on a 
number of matters. D i e - 
fenbaker, he said, would give 
it whenever asked. 

Replying to questions, 
Clark said he expected to 
overcome his relative ano¬ 
nymity through the normal 
notoriety attached to party 
leaders. 

The fact that he w a s un¬ 
known to m a n y Canadians, 
though not those in the Con¬ 
servative party, helped him 
win the leadership, he said.

Haymour said he had last 
seen his 44-year-old brother in 
September, 1975, after he had 
been released from a mental 
hospital. 

"He appeared well, not at 
all disturbed but kept talking 
about his wife and children. 
Hi? wanted to be reunited with 
them. But nothing came of it. 

“Then he went to Lebanon 
and I didn’t hear from him 
again. I’m just as mixed up 
about it as everybody else.” 

Edmonton RCMP said Mrs. 
Haymour was escorted to the 
local RCMP headquarters in 
Wetaskiwin to speak by phone 
with the external affairs de¬ 
partment in Ottawa, which ' 
was in contact with thfe em¬ 
bassy in Beirut. 

RCMP Inspector Roy Byrne 
said he had no information on 
the conversation with Ottawa, 
but said Mrs. Haymour was 
interviewed by an RCMP in¬ 
spector “to get some kind of 
reading on what kind of a cat 
he (Haymour) was." 

Haymour’s brother said 
Haymour came to Canada in 
1954. They ran a barbershop 
together for a tinrte. before 
Haymour married in 1960 and 
later moved to British Colum¬ 
bia in search of new ventures. 

*In Vancouver, sources dis¬ 
closed Haymour once wanted 
to set up a report develop¬ 
ment featuring Egyptian-styte 
belly-dancers on a small is¬ 
land in the province’s interior. 

He reportedly threat ened 
the life of the then-premier of 
the province, W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett, after health authorities 
banned the project because 
the island was unsewered. 

“He wanted to put on exotic 
show's in Arab tents and ferry 
peoplfe over to the island by 
small boat,” said a public re¬ 
lations consultant, Alan Has¬ 
sell. “He wanted to call it 
‘Moroccan Shadoux,’ or some¬ 
thing like that.” 

After the scheme fell 
through, Haymour was 
charged on 37 counts involv¬ 
ing threats against B.C. politi¬ 
cians. He appeared in a Ke¬ 
lowna court in September, 
1974, on a charge of posses¬ 
sing an offensive weapon — a 
pair of brass knuckles — and 
was committed to a Van¬ 
couver mental hospital. The 
other charges were not pro¬ 
ceeded with. 


He was released after about 
a year, in the fall of 1975. 

Haymour is a Canadian citi¬ 
zen and could not have been 
expelled fr o m the country, 
said a government spokes¬ 
man. 

Haymour claimed he was 
expelled from Canada on 
grounds of insanity and de¬ 
manded the doctor and law¬ 
yer who testified to his men¬ 
tal condition admit their 
error. 

“The exact circumstances 


of Haymour’s departure from 
Canada are not known,” said 
a spokesman for External Af¬ 
fairs Minister Allan MacEa- 
chcn. “But as a Canadian citi¬ 
zen, tHere’s just no way he 
could have been expelled as 
he claims. 

"As far as bis family is con¬ 
cerned, there’s no question 
whatsoever of their being al¬ 
lowed to join him in Lebanon.

Parks fights highways 

Cathedral firs 


fall 


in mixup

More thap a dozen Douglas 
fir trees alongside the road 
through MacMillan Park’s 
magnificent Cathedral Grove 
got the axe from the provin¬ 
cial highways department — 
without the parks depart¬ 
ment’s knowledge. 

At least that’s according to 
Ihe parks department official 
responsible for the area who 
told the Colonist Monday he 
was “very surprised” at the 
lass. 

He has been asked to inves¬ 
tigate the incident and report 
back to head office in Victo¬ 
ria. 

However the local highways 
official involved said he dis¬ 
cussed removal of the trees 
with the parks department a 
couple of days before they 
were felled last week. 

nut rto one seems to know 
who was really responsible 
for having the trees removed 
in the first place. 

The highways official said 
the order came from the 
Workers Compensation Board 
but confessed he didn’t know 
whether that body had the au¬ 
thority to issue such an order. 

The Workers Compensation 
Board, noted that the board 
had originally written orders 
for the felling of the trees but 
had later rescinded the order 
because it found the matter 
was outside its jurisdiction. 

Meanwhile the uprooted 
trees — all believed to be 
"snags” or dead trees, though 
some were described as being 
of “husky” size — were re- 
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ported stili to be lying at the 
roadside. 

And parks official Charlie 
Darkis said he has been ap¬ 
proached by several leeal peo¬ 
ple who wanted to know what 
was going on. 

Darkis did not deny that the 
trees could be a safety hazard 
but noted that “a live tree 
will blow down too if the wind 
blows hard enough . . how far 
are you going to go?” 

Darkis said that over the 
years his department had 
“great co-operation” with the 
highways department over 
tree preservation. “All of a

MOSCOW (AP) - The 25th 
Soviet Communist party 
congress opens today amid 
disssidenl calls for political 
amnesty and signs of strain 
between the Kremlin and 
France’s top Communists. 

Soviet leader Leonid Brezh¬ 
nev is expected to stress con¬ 
tinuity in his keynote address. 

Five leading members of 
the Soviet dissident move¬ 
ment have renewed their call 
for an amnesty for impri¬ 
soned dissidents. 

The Soviet Union also pre¬ 
faced the congress with a 
warning that the government 
will keep the armed forces 
“at full military alert” while 
Ittoclaiming detente in the 
party’s plattorm. 

The party newspaper Prav- 
da said “aggressive, imperial¬ 
ist forces” actively threaten 
detente by “continuing the 
arms race and enlarging their 
military budgets.”

Darkis estimated that most 
of the trunks measured be¬ 
tween 24 and 30 inches in di¬ 
ameter and that the trees 
were in thir 150 - year - old 
range. 

He said his department was 
“in “the business of looking 
alter these trees” and felt 
that “until now” it had done a 
pretty good job. 

However he added: “We 
just can’t be there 24 hours of 
the day watching over these 
(highways department) peo¬ 
ple.” 

Meanwhile Ross Ellis, of 
Port Albemi, the highways of¬ 
ficial involved, said he was 
surprised by the parks depart¬ 
ment reaction. 

“I don’t know why they 
w-ould be surprised about re¬ 
moving dead snags.” 

ETlis said the removal of 
the Cathedral Grove trees 
was simply part of an opera¬ 
tion to remove hazardous 
trees beside the highway all 
the way to Tofino. 

He said he had discussed 
this with the parks depart¬ 
ment a couple of days before 
a contract crew started felling 
the roadside trees in the 
Grove. 

Ellis said the only trees 
taken down were those pin¬ 
pointed as being dangerous by 
the Workers Compensation 
Board. 

Asked whether he thought 
the Workers’ Compensation 
Board had the power to order 
tree removal in this way, 
Ellis replied: “I don’t know 
whether they had the authori¬ 
ty to do it or not.”

Hellyer. 

“I was approached by Hel¬ 
per's campaign manager but 
I told him that Hellyer should 
really look for someone else if 
he wtns the leadershi prace.” 

Asked why he wouldn’t 
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serve under Hellyer, McKin¬ 
non said, ’Tve been fighting 
for three years to prevent the . 
kind of policies that Hellyer 
stands for regarding defence 
matters.” 

But he rejected the sugges¬ 
tion that, there was an or¬ 
ganized move at the conven¬ 
tion to defeat Hellyer. 

“Hellyer killed himself talk¬ 
ing about red Tories, and with 
a number of other state¬ 
ments,” h? said. 

Clark by contrast, he said, 
was a flexible politician. In 
the sj>ectrum of Tory party 
polities, Clark was “right of 
centre” in matters of econom¬ 
ics, McKinnon said. 

“He is a strong supporter of 


small business and private 
initiative and tax conces¬ 
sions,” he said. 

In social issues, on the 
other hand, Clark would prob¬ 
ably be “left of centre,” 
McKinnon said. 

McKinnon was somewhat 
.^reluctant to talk about Jack 
Horner, the other Alberta can¬ 
didate, who dropped out of the 
race after the second ballot 
and switched rnogt of his sup¬ 
port to Claude Wagner, rather 
than to Clark. 

“Homer has always been a 
bit of a problem. The MPs 
weren’t surprised but I guess 
the public was surprised by 
his reaction.” 

And coming back to the new 
Tory leader. McKinnon said 
the 36-year-old was just what 
the country needed. 

“He’s young and he will ap¬ 
peal to the young people. He’s 


20 years younger than .the 
prime minister and that 
counts for a lot,” he said. 

“Clark will lead the party 
away from the First World 
War generation image and he 
will win the next election,” 
McKinnon said. 


LUSAKA (UPI) - Zaire, 
which supported the losing 
factions in Angola, laid down 
three conditions Monday for 
improved relations with the 
new regime in its West Afri¬ 
can neighbor. 

Zaire foreign minister 
Nguza Karli Bond said here 
that the Soviet-backed Popu¬ 
lar Movement for the Libera¬ 
tion of Angola must first com¬ 
mit itself not to violate 
Zairean territory. 

Bond said another precondi¬ 
tion for recognizing the Popu¬ 
lar Movement was a guaran¬ 
tee that Angolan refugees, 
chiefly tribesmen who backed 
the defeated pro-west fac¬ 
tions, be permitted to return 
home without reprisals. 

In addition, the Popular 
Movement must pledge not to 
involve 6,000 Katanga g !ei n - 
darmes from Zaire who 
fought with the Cuban-led 
army in Angola in any insur¬ 
gency against Zaire, ..Bond 
said. \ 

The Popular Movement re¬ 
gime in Luanda has already 
been recognized by about 80 
nations, including 40 African 
countries, the nifte-member 
European Common Market, 
Canada and, this weekend, 
Portugal; Angola’s former co¬ 
lonial ruler. 

The United States has in¬ 
dicated it would withhold dip¬ 
lomatic ties until the Popular 
Movement pledges withdraw¬ 
al of some 12,000 Cuban 
troops in Angola, and Zaire 
and Zambia, U.S. allies in the 
area, make peace with the 
Luanda regime. 

In Johannesburg, defence 
officials said South Africa 
sent two air force transports 


to four refugee camps in 
Southern Angola to airlift the 
remaining 6,000 Portuguese 
nationals there to Southwest 
Africa. 

In Addis Ababa a 12-man 


delegation from the Popular 
Movement was warmly ap¬ 
plauded Monday when it took 
its seat for the first time at 
the Organization of African 
Unity. 1 


South African forces, • whose 
southward pullback earlier 
this year prefaced the defeat 
of pro-western forces in the 
civil war, planned to with¬ 
draw to Southwest Africa. 


Ad bill ^hurts’ relations 


OTTAWA \CP) The gov¬ 
ernment's controversial ad¬ 
vertising-tax legislation has 
added another rough spot to 
deteriorating relations be¬ 
tween Canada and the United 
States, said Victoria's Tory 
MP Alan McKinnon Monday. 

“We seem to be determined 
at keeping U.S.-Canadian re¬ 
lations in constant friction.” 
Allan McKinnon Complained 
during third-reading debate of 
the bill. 

The bill would do away with 
100-per-cent tax deductions 
for Canadian advertisers in 
the Canadian editions of 
foreign periodicals and on 
U.S. border television sta¬ 
tions. 

McKinnon said that if the 
Canadian edition of Time 


magazine disappears after the' 
bill is passed, readers will 
have a poor substitute in Ma¬ 
clean’s the Toronto-based 
newsmagazine. 

He pointed to the interna¬ 
tional news section in the 
most recent issue of Ma¬ 
clean’s and said there were 
only two articles, one “a 


rather laudatory article” on 
Soviet Communist Leader 
Leonid Breshnev. 

Alex Patterson (PC—Fraser 
Valley East) said State Secre¬ 
tary Hugh Faulkner, the bill’s 
sponsor, has blatantly disre¬ 
garded the wishes of Canadi¬ 
ans and tried to impose his 
ideas of Canadian culture.

“We arte living in a risky 
world," he told reporters. 
“Acts of terrorism seem to 
break out in unexpected 
places. 

“We have to do our best to 
remove the underlying causes 
of terrorism*” 

He stressed that the seizing 
of hostages at the Beirut em¬ 
bassy was “not a political 
act’’ but “a grievance that a 
man of Lebanese origin has 
against the government of 
Canada.”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Patricia Hearst calmly in¬

she swore had raped her.

HOUSTON (ypfj - Rescue 
workers Monday searched the 
pulverized concrete and twist¬ 
ed steel of a grain storage fa¬ 
cility destroyed by a huge ex¬ 
plosion for two men missing 
in the rubble.. Seven persons 
were known dead in the blast, 
and seven were injured. 

The bodies of five men and 
the nin^-year-old son of an 
employee were pulled from 
the debris Sunday.

Some officials believed the 
explosion Sunday might have 
been caused by a spark from 
a welder’s torch igniting grain 
dust. 


CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) -

ocratic contenders made a 
last-minute plea lor votes on 
the eve ol the first presiden¬ 
tial primary of 1976. 

Birch Bayh. Morris Udall, 
Jimmy Carter and Fred 
Halris made handshaking 
tours of factories and restau¬ 
rants in Manchester and Na¬ 
shua, the state’s two largest 
cities. 

Late in the day they left for 
Boston to join three other 
Democratic contenders, 
Henry Jackson, Milton Shapp 
and Sargent Shriver, for a te¬ 
levised joint appearance. 

Shapp and Jackson were 
campaigning for next Tues¬ 
day's Massachusetts primary 
along with the other five 
Democrats. 

Having completed his cam¬ 
paign here Sunday. Reagan 
was working for votes in Illi¬ 
nois’ March 16 primary. He 
planned to return Tuesday to 
watch the results of his tight 
battle with Ford for the 
state’s 21 GOP delegates. 

At Western Illinois Univer¬ 
sity. Reagan said his organi¬ 
zation’s polls showed him 
slightly ahead of Ford in New 
Hampshire. In Washington, 
Ford won a qualified endorse¬ 
ment from indejiendent Gov. 
James Longley of neighboring 
Maine. 

Platcfons of Ford volunteers 
spread out through the state 
-in windy 20-degree weather 
the day before the election, 
distributing leaflets for the 
president. By contrast, Rea¬ 
gan’s workers rested.

John Conway, an executive 
of Consolidated Edison Co. of 
New York, with which Pollard 
once worked, called his testi¬ 
mony “spurious . . . uncons¬ 
cionable.”

PEKING (UP?) - Richard 
M. Nixon met for an hour and 
40 minutes Monday with Chin¬ 
ese Communist party chair¬ 
man Mao Tse-tung, then went 
with Mao’s wife Chiang Ching 
to a king and dance perform¬ 
ance where he almost got 
trapped into a diplomatic 
blunder. 

A Chinese government 
spokesman said Nixon and the 
82-year-old Mao had a 
“friendly conversation” on a 
wide range of subjects. When 
they had finished, Mao 
'asked Mr. Nixon to convey 
his regards to president 
Gerald R. Ford upon return¬ 
ing home,” the spokesman 
said. 

The nearly two-hour session 
at Mao’s Forbidden City resi¬ 
dence Monday was a honor 
accorded to the former pres¬ 
ident’s daughter Julie and her 
husband David Eiserihower 
earlier this year,, but one that 
is .usually reserved for visit¬ 
ing heads of state. 

The diplomatic near-blunder 
came after the Chinese enter¬ 
tainers sang of ‘.’liberating” 
Taiwan. Nixon applauded and 1 
started to rise to his feet in 
tribute all hough U.S. recog¬ 
nition of Taiwan is one of the 
key issues preventing the es¬ 
tablishment of Sino-American 
diplmatic relations. 

Aftef thp performance, 
Nixon almost tumbled into the 
orchestra pit. while congratu¬ 
lating the rqusicians. 

The previous night Nixon 
raised American eyebrows 
when he remarked that there 
were some who thought the 
mere signing of documents or 
a statement of principles 
would * bring instant peace. 
Some observers thought this 
was an oblique attack on 
President Ford’s policy of de¬ 


tente with the Soviet Union, 
the cornerstone of the If el- , 
sinki agreements. 

Mao’s wife, Chiang Ching, a 
former actress and a key fig¬ 
ure in China’s cultural field, 
was in a gay mood, chatting 
and apparently joking with 
Nixon during the perform¬ 
ance. 

She showed Nixon the pro¬ 
gram which quoted the lyric 
from the song: “People of 
Taiwan, our own brothers, 
day and night, you are in our 
hearts. We are'determined to 


liberate Taiwan province, and 
let the light of sun shine on 
the island.” 

When the song ended, Ma¬ 
dame Mao rose quickly from 
her seat and led the audience 
in applause. Others seated in 
the same row r and many 
.throughout the entertainment 
hall rose with her, including 
Mrs. Nixon. Nixon started to 
rise but stopped while in a 
sort of half crouch and then 
sat hack down, applauding 
weakly.

Although virtually unknown outside his own 
province and Ottawa parliamentary circles. Joe Clark 
presents an attractive picture of youth, ability, intel¬ 
ligence and determination — a desireable combination 
which has eluded the Tory party for far too long 

A former journalist, university lecturer and ex¬ 
ecutive assistant to former leader Robert Stanfield, 
the 36-year-old member for Rocky Mountain was easi¬ 
ly the most articulate — in both languages — of all 
candidates in defining his goals, goals which were ap¬ 
parently attractive enough to earn him wide support 


from delegates from all areas of the country from the 
first ballot on. 

It must be obvious to all who followed the 
leadership convention that Mr. Clark will be leading a 
party with a new spirit of unity and a new sense of 
destiny. Gone is the rancour and divisiveness between 
east and west, between English and French speaking 
Conservatives.' 

Gone too, is the largely contrived bogey of “Red 
Tories” versus rightwingers, and the equally illogical 
view that age and long experience are necessary 
qualities for a leader. 

Mr. Clark has now left the convention platform to 
prove himself on the national stage. There as leader of 
the Opposition, he will find he is battling with far 
tougher opponents than those he competed with in the 
Ottawa Civic Centre. 

And there, should he win his spurs, he could 
become Canada’s youngest prime minister. 


'Get B.C. moving again' 


T HE SOCIAL CREDIT Party made more than 60 
promises in the election campaign last fall. But 
the main pledge, and the all-pervading theme, was to 
‘‘get B.C. moving again.” It now appears that only by 
getting B.C. moving again can some of the other 
promises be carried out. 

The total deficit for the current fiscal year dis¬ 
closed by Premier William Bennett at the weekend — 
$541 million — is a debatable figure, since it includes 
non-budgetary grants. $175 million to the Insurance 
Corporation of B.C., for instance, to erase its debt and 
enable it to start out afresh and pay its way; $32.6 mil¬ 
lion to B.C. Hydro to cover losses, $26 million to the 
Transit Bureau and $20 million to the B.C. Railway. 
Certainly, though, all these expenditures would have to 
be made spon if not now. 

The point can still be made that budgetary 
spending is expected to be down from the estimates of 
David Barrett, then finance minister, last spring. Mr. 
Barrett anticipated slightly more revenue than expen¬ 
diture: $3,222.7 million going out, and $2,223.2 coming 
in. In fact, the total budgetary expenditure is now 
forecast in the Clarkson Gordon report to amount to 
$3,181 million by March 31, or nearly $42 million less 
than originally estimated. 

But it was in estimating income to match the enor¬ 
mous spending that Mr. Barrett erred. 

The history of the rapid growth of B.C. government 
spending in the NDP years has been dealt with on 
previous occasions, and it should suffice here to note 


that the first billion-dollar budget was in 1969, the first 
two-billion-dollar was in 1974 (up almost half a billion 
from the initial NDP budget of 1973), and the first 
three-billion-dollar budget was in 1975, covering the 
year that is now dwindling away. 

To equal this huge spending outflow, Mr. Barrett 
looked forward to revenues that in most cases have not 
equalled his rosy estimates. The worst shortfall is in 
connection with the forest industries, despite the NDP 
having been given good advice, according to Premier 
Bennett, about the likelihood of a slump. Mr. Barrett 
budgeted for $135 million from timber sales, in the 
worst single example, and the anticipated revenue is 
now $35 million. 

In all, there is a difference of $323.6 million 
between the $3,223.7 revenue Mr. Barrett expected to 
roll in and the $2,900 million that is now the forecast 
total for the year. 

The ICBC accumulated deficit and the B.C. Hydro 
losses aside, therefore, it is quite clear that the 
economy of the province could not and did not keep up 
with the ambitious spending program of the New 
Democrats, and that the new Social Credit govern¬ 
ment has inherited a serious problem. * 

Premier Bennett now calls for restraint and 
sacrifice, and the alternative can hardly be anything 
but higher taxation, as well as thfe higher hydro rates 
already in prospect. But with a little patience, 
restraint should not be unendurable — if B.C. gets 
moving again.

And after all. the Jews 
conquered Palestine from 
Egypt, so why Palestine and 
not Egypt? 

Their*answer. “But Jehovah 
promised us Palestine.” You 
go home and you scrutinize the 
Old Testament, the New Testa¬ 
ment and the Koran for a 
verse on whether Allah 
promised you a refugee camp. 

Then you are told that your 
country, before the immigra¬ 
tion of Western Jews, was bar¬ 
ren land and that where water 
was found it was mere swamp.

Our system worse 


Winston Churchill used to 
quip that parliamentary 
democracy is the worst form of 
government, except all others. 
He was absolutely right. If you 
doubt it, ask anyone who has 
lived under other systems. 

True, parliamentary 
democracy can be clumsy, 
slow-moving often indecisive 
and inefficient in comparison 
with some dictatorial struc¬ 
tures. (Remember, how ef¬ 
ficient the Nazi system was 9 ) 
From the point of view of 
decision-making and executive 
efficiency, it may indeed be the 
worst form of government. But 
with all its glaring shortcom¬ 
ings, weaknesses and easy 
abuses, it is the one and only 
system of government that ac¬ 
tually provides and protects 
the individual and political 
freedoms all other systems 
talk about but trample on. 

' ★ ★ ★ 

That’s where Churchill s 
"except all others” comes in. 
Those in Canada who talk and 
write glibly (or perhaps in 
some cases out of sheer ig¬ 
norance and naivety) about the 
so-called •*new democracies' 
doing a marvellous job, should 
pause in their enthusiasm for 
such mass murderers as Mao 
or Castro and ponder 
Churchill’s words. 

With all its faults parliamen¬ 
tary democracy can work 
reasonably well. It requires 
from those put in charge by the

The U.S. president, although 
chosen directly by popular 
vote, can be removed under 
clearly defined impeachment 
procedures if he turns out to be 
a national menace or disgrace. 
Our prime minister when in 
command of absolute majority 
in the Commons, is virtually 
impossible to dislodge, no mat¬ 
ter what he does, unless his 
own partisan supporters turn 
against him. Given the tradi¬ 
tion of the Liberal party to 
stick with its leaders and avoid 
risking loss of power come 
what may, and given the PM’s 
bribe of parliamentarians with 
high salaries, he need not wor¬ 
ry about losing any confidence 
vote in the Commons. Hence 
his increasingly brazen drive to 
smother parliamentary 
democracy and the free 
market system on which it 
rests so that he could put in 
place the “benign despotism” 
he once described in his 
political essays as the highest 
form of democracy.

Sometimes it seems to me that the only 
people Canadians treat more unfairly than 
their politicians are their amateur athletes 
As far as our amateur athletes are con¬ 
cerned, we seem to believe that if you are not 

No. 1, you’re a bum. _ 

This thought came to mind while I was 
reading about the goings on at the Innsbruck 
Winter Olympics. Somehow I got the feeling 
that too much attention was given to winning, 
and not enough to trying. 

Oh sure, everybody loves to win and 
everybody loves a winner. But before you can 
have wins and winners, you have to have a lot 
of triers. And this we tend to ignore. 

Frankly, this strikes me as most unfair, 
particularly when dealing with events which 
are measured in fractions of seconds and 
sometimes mere inches 

You know what I mean We read abput a 
young man or young woman winning a ski 
race. It is great if this athlete happens to be a 
Canadian and we all agree that the winner 
deserves the kudos.

But buried in that story will be a line to the 
effect that another Canadian “placed a disap¬ 
pointing 18th” in the same event. 

In my view, this is unfair. 

In the first place, the athlete finishing a 
disappointing” 18th might have completed 
that run in only a slim few seconds more than 
the winner. But that isn’t my main beef. 

What really riles me is that term “disap¬ 
pointing.” I am sure the athlete involved was 
disappointed. But I don’t understand why the 
fans should be disappointed. The athlete went 
all out. gave the best he or she had to give. 

Surely this deserves some applause, not an 
implied censure. 

I have been using skiing in this little thesis 
of mine because, as a natural born coward, 
the very thought of roaring down an icy slope 
at speeds approaching 80 miles an hour 
makes my stomach feel all funny 

Anyone who will do that kind of thing con¬ 
sistently, I believe, is a real credit to our 
country and our team, regardless of the 
finish. ^ 

The same reasoning, of course, holds for 
most of the other sports. It must be 


heartbreaking enough to train so hard for so 
long a time and still not win without being 
told your performance was “disappointing.’’ 

My view, for what it is worth, is that any 
kid who even qualifies to take part in an 
Olympics is to be admired. This is especially 
true of our Canadian kids. 

In some countries the Olympics are 
regarded more as a ritual than a sporting 
event. In these countries the young people 
who make up the various teams are given 
nothing but the best in training, equipment 
and tender loving care 


They don't have to worry about facilities, 
the necessity to make a buck in order to eat 
occasionally or transportation All these 
things, and much more, are lavished on them 
by governments who use the Olympics as a 
major prestige prop. 

I am not advocating that Canada go to 
these extremes. We could do much more than 
we do at present, however, without getting to 
the point where we are running a factory for 
athletes. 

As it is today in Canada it is a tremendous 
tribute to the determination and guts of our 
young people that we do as well as we do in 
these events So far, while we have not shown 
any signs of “dominance, we’ve done 
darned well, considering. And I am not at all 
disappointed” at the results 

Amazed, yes, but disappointed, no. 

Perhaps my feelings about the Olympics 
were once summed up best by an athlete who 
js more noted for winning than losing, but 
who has handled both with consummate 
grace.

Jean Beliveau was once talking to sports 
columnist Andy O’Brien about the Olympics 
and when the conversation got around to the 
matter of winning and losing, he said he real¬

If I were an American, I 
would worry about inflation, 
unemployment, the shortage of 
energy and raw materials and 
the credibility of government. 

Well, I am not an American, 
I am a Canadian. But I worry 
about exactly the same things. 
I also worry about something 
else — the influence of my 
neighbor on my culture and on 
my economy. America is that 
neighbor, and it hardly needs 
saying that it is difficult for a 
country of 20 million to live 
next door to the richest, 
largest, most powerful 
economy in the world. 

There are many differences 
between Canada and the United 
States, of course. For one 
thing, Canada has a powerful 
Socialist party in the New 
Democratic Party, which I 
head. We have become one of 
the two major opposition par¬ 
ties to the Liberals, now in 
power and headed by Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau.

economy is dominated by a 
handful of corporations just 
like the economy of the United 
States: 56 per cent of corpora¬ 
tions with assets over $25 mil¬ 
lion in Canada are foreign 
owned. The oil industry, from 
its Arctic exploration outposts 
to its corner gas stations, is 
almost 100 per cent foreign 
owned. In Canada, when we say 
foreign owned we mean 
American. Exxon has larger 
revenue than Canada’s entire 
government. 

This means a lot to our 
economy. It means that impor¬ 
tant decisions about commit¬ 
ting precious resources, about 
investments that can change 
the face, of one of our 
provinces, about things that 
shape our very lives, are made 
in non-Canadian corporate 
boardrooms. 

This leads to some un¬ 
desirable situations. One of our 
largest cities, for instance, is 
Toronto, about the size of 
Detroit. There is an acute shor¬ 
tage of housing that people can 
afford: An average house costs 
$60,000 and the mortgage rate 
is 12 per cent. 

★ ★ ★ 

But in just the past few years 
eight new hotels have been 
built in Toronto for a total of 
3.700 new rooms. A massive in¬ 
vestment was made, but today 
no more than 35 per cent of 
those hotel rooms are in use at 
any time. The housing shortage 
continues. 

That is just one case il¬ 
lustrating why we feel that in¬ 
vestment decisions of this 
magnitude should not be made 
exclusively by the private sec¬ 
tor and by absentee owners. 
Decisions that are good for 
International Telephone and 
Telegraph — which built one of 
the hotels — are not necessari¬ 
ly good for Canada. We suspect 
that they are not necessarily 
good for the majority of 
Americans, either, but that is 
none of our business. 

At any rate, we would imple¬ 
ment much stronger controls 
on foreign investment in 
Canada. The ownership of 
some important sectors of the 
Canadian economy would be 
limited to Canadians. We 
might even limit foreign cor¬ 
porate access to our natural 
resources in such a way as to 
assure that control would re¬ 
main in Canadian hands. 

^ ★ ★ ★ 

We would do that, I repeat, 
not because we are anti- 
American, but because we are 
pro-Canadian. If we are anti- 
anything we are anti those por¬ 
tions of Western culture that no 
longer make sense in a changed 
world. We are against those 
things that waste food in a 
world that is hungry. We are 
against those things that waste 
energy in a world that is paying 
$11 a barrel for crude oil. 

We face these problems 
together Your American 
Congress has taken steps tp in¬ 
crease self-sufficiency and con¬ 
servation of energy resources. 
Congressmen ardy indicating 
that they want to 
reduce the influence 
corporations on the 
In Canada, in 
Democratic Party, we hope 
such action will result in our 
two countries joining closer 
together in spirit while each 
respects the integrity and in¬ 
dependence of the other.

Council’s 
decision seems biased in favor 
of providing such supply. 

The centre contributes to the 
community’s health and vigor, 
but a bar adds to our total health 
problem. In B.C. this now costs 
us $84 millions, according to 
health sources. This eats up 77 
per cent of the revenue from 
government liquor sales. 

Provincial liquor purchases 
in liquor stores and by retail, 
now approach $450,000,000 a 
year. Every part of B.C. is suf¬ 
fering from this heavy finan¬ 
cial drain to the liquor in¬ 
terests. Less of it is recovered 
by the community than in any 
other industry. This is a 
leading reason why our 
municipalities have difficulty 
in raising funds for civil ser¬ 
vices. Yet Oak Bay’s council 
blithely sails into the strains of 
the financial storm thus caused 
by adding to the strain. Surely 
the council, should address 
itself to the solution of tjie 
problem rather than add to its 
dimensions.

VANCOUVER (CP) 
Long-term prospects for ex¬ 
ports of minerals and forest 
products are gloomy, two in¬ 
dustry spokesmen said Mon¬ 
day. 

Jack Butterfield, director.of 
mining for Water Develop¬ 
ment Ltd., apd Jack Croll, 
director of financial sendees 
for MacMillan Bloedel Ltd., 
spoke to a board of tradfe 
seminar. 

Butterfield said the Canadi¬ 
an share of world mineral 
production and exports will 
decrease over the long term, 
with the' gross probably 
averaging less than 3 per cent 
annually. 

“This is in sharp contrast to 
the more favorable period, 


1950-1974. w hen the real gross 
averaged about 6 per cent.’* 

He said if the gross of the 
Canadian industry kept pace 
with world demand, the value 
of Canadian output would 
reach $15 billion by the year 
2000. 

He said the .investment cli¬ 
mate for minerals in Canada 
is considered poor* "Because it 
is difficult to find Canadians 
who will work in remote 
areas. 

“Taxation is probably the 
most serious factor. The cur¬ 
rent apparent rate of tax is 50 
to 90 per cent, depending on 
prices, the minerals involved 
and the province.” 

Butterfield said another 
problem was the “capricious 
nature of government, partic¬ 


ularly in relation to taxation." 

He also said the developed 
world “may be unable to gen¬ 
erate the amount of capitnl 
which is necessary to under¬ 
take all the capital projects 
which the world requires.” 

Croll said the potential of 
Russian competition in forest¬ 
ry is a growing concern for 
Canadian forest companies. 
The USSR has 14.7 trillion, 
board feet of the world's soft¬ 
wood timber, compared with 
North America’s 8.7 board 
feet, Croll said. 

He said the exportation of 
Canadian forestry technology 
to Russia generates no further 
Canadian^ business. 

Croll also said the Canadian 
industry is concerned about 
fast-growing species of 


timber, a' competitive threat 
which is long-term but real. 

He also said American tax 
policies allow companies to 
generate more capital to re¬ 
place facilities. 

“If they are unable to gen¬ 
erate or otherwise develop the 
capital they need, Canadian 
producers will have to manu¬ 
facture their products with 
older and less efficient equip¬ 
ment, and as a consequenbe, 
at a higher unit, cost,” he 
said. 

“Canadian industry must 
receive the same recognition 
of Its need tor capital and be 
allowed to generate that capi¬ 
tal through a tax system that 
will allow it to maintain its 
competitiveness, Croll said. 


DUNCAN — Doman Indus¬ 
tries Ltd., responding to a re¬ 
cent improvement in lumber 
market conditions and pro¬ 
duction, along with a rising 
performance of the company 
shares on the stock markets 
since early January, an¬ 
nounced Monday that it would 
seek shareholder approval for 
yet another jstock split.

Penney’s look over 
market in Canada 


NEW YORK (CP) — J. C. 
Penney Co., which operates 
more than 2,000 retail stores 
in the United States and its 
dependencies, has been con¬ 
sidering the possibility of en¬ 
tering the retail market in 
Canada, a spokesman said 
Monday. 

‘•We are hopeful about the 
Canadian market," said the 
spokesman, adding that no d£ r 
cision has yet been made. 

She said talks have been 
under way with the T. Eaton 
Co. .of Toronto for the last two 
years . but now are in 
abeyance w r hile Eaton is 
phases out its catalogue sales 
service. 

“They have a big undertak¬ 
ing, closing out the mail order 
business,” she added. * 

Eaton’s announced early 
this year that it would end its 
$300-million-a-year catalogue 
sales business by June 1. 

The spokesman said the 
talks with the Eaton company 
have gone into “all sorts of 
possibilities about retailing in 
Canada.” including the possi¬ 
bility of a joirk venture with 
Eaton’s. 

She said it was unlikely that 


Penney would go into cata¬ 
logue sales in Canada at the 
start since this was a difficult 
business to build. Penney’s 
domestic catalogue sales, 
started in 1963, now r cover 
pnly the eastern two-thirds of 
the United States. 

Penney’s catalogue service 
operales on a store base, with 


the customer placing the 
order at the store and picking 
up the merchandise there. It 
Penney’s went into catalogue 
sale's in Canada, the service 
also likely would be on a store 
basis, with retail outlets being 
established first. 

“It’s a big investment,” 
said the spokesman. 


Imports hurt clothing 


MONTREAL (CP) Are 
Canadians prepared to pay 
the price of protecting the 
existence of their clothing in¬ 
dustry? 

The question is asked in a 
report published Monday by 
the Provincial Bank of Cana¬ 
da which says tpat while the 
clothing industry has benefit- 
fed from the recent economic 
recovery, it still suffers from a 
high volume of foreign im- 
iwrts coupled with low domes¬ 
tic productivity. 

The report blames this situ¬ 
ation on a shortage of key 


personnel and skilled 
workers, “which is explained 
by low- salaries, the lack of in¬ 
terest of Canadians in this 
trade — mostly practised by 
immigrants who enter Canada 
in decreasing numbers — a 
very high rate of labor turn¬ 
over, and finally, inadequate 
occupational training.” 

“Under these circumstances 
it is not surprising that Cana¬ 
dian clothing manufacturers, 
generally with the support of 
labor unions, have recently 
been prompted to. multiply de¬ 
mands for protection tb the 
Textile and Clothing Board.”

U.S. pioneered 
patents Law 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
When George Washington 
signed the first patent bill 
April 10, 1790, the United 
States became the firfet nation 
to recognize by law thatf in¬ 
ventors had a right to profit 
from their inventions.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
owners’ player relations 
commjttee announced Monday 
that baseball’s spring training 
would be delayed indefinitely. 

The announcement came 
after an all-day meeting of 
the corfimipee which is re¬ 
sponsible for the ongoing ne¬ 
gotiations with the players’ 
association over a new labor 
contract. 

The committee said In a 
statement: ’’The differences 
between the clubs and the as¬ 
sociation remain so great, the 
committee had reluctantly but 
unanimously concluded It was 
necessary to delay spring 
. training since it does not ap¬ 
pear possible that agreement 
can be reached by March l.” s 

Full spring training opera¬ 
tions usually begin March 1 
with the pitchers and catchers 
sometimes reporting a week 
earlier. The owners apparent¬ 
ly are afraid of reoeating 
their experience hi 1972 when 
the nlayers went to spring 
training then struck the first 
two weeks of the season be¬ 
cause no agreement had been 
reached cn a labor contract. 

The old contract expired 
Dec. 31, 1975, and there has 
been little progress since. The 
parties are at odds over the 
reserve system. 

Marvin Miller, executive 
director of the players’ associ¬ 
ation. had put some new’ Ideas 
on the reserve system before 
the owners Saturday but the 
committee felt they were not 
satisfactory. 

"The major difference that 
blocks agreement is the insis¬ 
tence by the association for a 
reserve system that would be 
wholly unworkable.” said Lee 
MacPhail, president of the 
America League, and Chub 
Feeney, president of the Na¬ 
tional League, In ar joint state¬ 
ment. 

”Wt are doing our best to 
achieve a prompt settlement 
but the progress thus far has 
been most discouraging.” 

For the last decade, since 
the creation of the players’ 
association, the owners have 
refused to bargain on the re¬ 
serve system — the device 
that ties a player to a team 
for as long as the club de¬ 
sires. 

But arbitrator Peter Seitz’s 
decision last December, 
placed a radically different 
interpretation on the rules. He 
said the contract’s renewal 


clause can be invoked only 
once after a player doesn’t 
sign his contact. The next 
year he becomes a free agent. 

The ovmers, however, con¬ 
sider the one-and-one Systefn 
— a one year contract plus a 
onq-year option before attain¬ 
ing free agency — unworka¬ 
ble. 

The have offered an eight- 
and-one plan, In which a 
player with eight full years of 
major-league service can play 
out his option In his ninth sea- ’ 
son and become a free agent 
in his 10th. 

The players’ association has 
not accepted the eight-and-one 
plan, preferring to maintain 
the status quo in their individ¬ 
ual contracts, which now 
allow players to become free 
agents one year after fulfill* 
ing their contractual terms. 

‘‘Remember,” Miller says, 
“in this area they (the 
owners) always have the priv¬ 
ilege of saying, ‘Let’s not 
touch it.’ ” 

Miller, who was in Houston 
to advise players of the status 
of the negotiations, lashed out 
at the committee’s statement 
that the obstacle to an agree¬ 
ment is the players’ demands 
on the reserve system. 

“That’s a deliberate un¬ 
truth,” Miller said. “The dis¬ 
pute has been caused by the 
owners’ demands that we re¬ 
troactively and. in our view 
illegally, strip the players cl 
rights they now have in their 
individual players contract*.” 


One of Jhose rights js the 
oppo&inity for a player to 
play out his option and be¬ 
come a free agent one year 
later. The reserve rules, as 
interpreted by Seitz and 
upheld by tlie courts, permit 
this and are part of the indi¬ 
vidual contracts that were 
mailed to the players last 
year. 

The owners say Miller must 
commit his players to waiving 
the rights in their individual 
contracts but Miller says he 


can’t deprive the players of 
rights that already are theirs. 

Miller says the players are 
troubled by the stall on spring 
training but he says, “the 
idea that the players will 
tremble "Because tliey say 
spring training won’t open on 
March 1 is the most erroneous 
idea I have come across. 

“Their action : s counter 
productive,” Miller said.

21, 
and DvVight Lowe, 20, surren¬ 
dered their five sharpened 
knives and the fibstages after 
.prison officials agreed to 
some of their demands, in¬ 
cluding a transfer tp Dor¬ 


chester prison near Moncton/ 
N.B. 

The three were being held 
in Burnaby RCMP cells Mon¬ 
day, awaiting a flight. 

They were to have been 
flown out of Vancouver Fri¬ 
day but Air Canada cancelled 
the reservations when' other 
passengers on the regular 
flight swamped the airline 
with cancellations. They are 
to travel now by government 
aircraft. 

Lucas, Bruce and Clair Wil¬ 
son were involved in the June, 
1975, husta0£vtaking incident 
at the B.C. Penitentiary in 
which classification officer 
Mary Steinhauser, 32, w^as 
killed. 

Jack said: “Bruce claimed 


to be an eyewitness to the 
Steinhauser shooting." 

“I planned to have him tes¬ 
tify at the inquest and had 
made arrangements to take 
the jury, to the actual site of

The James Bay Community 
Resource and Health Centre 
Board has survived the pro- .

The restructuring also 
wipes out annual elections to 
the various boards. Vander 
Zalm said boards already in 
existence could continue to 
operate in*an advisory capaci r 
ty <but without provincial fi¬ 
nancing. 

After one year in their new' 
advisory rote, the future of all 
resource boards will again be 
reviewed.

County court action 

Building collapse 
blamed on roof 


The collapse of a Victoria 
warehouse under construction 
in 1972 was caused by the 
roof, two witnesses told 
county court Monday. 

Civil engineer George 
Prince and Gilbert Brown, a 
man with 43 years’ general 
and masonry experience, 
were testifying in a mechan¬ 
ic’s lien action in which Ken 
Toby Ltd. is seeking $4,650 
from B.C. Holdings Ltd. 

Ken Toby Limited was the 
sub-contractor responsible for 
building the wajls of the 62- 
by-180-foot warehouse. Other 
companies did the foundation 
work and the roof. 

The building was almost 
complete when it collapsed in, 
Jffne, 1972. No one was in¬ 
jured in the collapse, which 
occurred on a Sunday. 

Prince, . called by Doug 
MacFarlane, representing 
B.C. Holdings, owner of the 
property, said he inspected 
the site and virtually all the 
walls and the roof were down. 

He did not think that the 
block work met structural re¬ 
quirements of the national 
building code, which Victoria 
follows, and there were insuf¬ 
ficient lengths of steel rods 
protruding from the founda¬ 
tion into the bottom of col¬ 
umns along the wall, and a 
lack of concrete in the col¬ 
umns. 

In a number of cases, he 
said, the columns were In¬ 
completely filled with con¬ 
crete, and one column had 
none. 

He said the code required 
vertical reinforcing every 48 
inches along the wall, which 
he didn’t find. 

But, he said, “in our opinion 
the reason for the collapse 
was in construction of the roof 
trusses themselves. The 
splices were not constructed 
in accordance with design 
drawings. We found one splice 
without splice plates.” 

Cross-examined by Alan 
Patterson, representing Ken 
Toby Ltd., Prince agreed he 
did not. know when the city of 
Victoria adopted the 1970 na¬ 


tional building code as a local 
requirement. 

Asked if it might not have 
been adopted by the first half 
of 1972, Prince said, “I don’t 
krxny.’’ 

Asked by MacFarlane to 
comment on the quality of 
work he found. Prince said. 

“i would say if this work was 
done under the supervision of 
an architect or an engineer, it 
“would not have been accept¬ 
able.” 

Brown agreed that one pic¬ 
ture of a fallen column 
showed no evidence of rein¬ 
forcing steel rods reaching 
the bottom, and in some col¬ 
umns the concrete did not ap¬ 
peal to come to the bottom* 

But when asked if it was a 
combination of the founda¬ 
tions, design and masonry 
which led to the damage, he 
said, “No, I think it was 
caused by the collapse of the 
roof.” 

Patterson told Judge L. F. 
Cashman the masonry con¬ 
tract was for $17,016 and 
agreed-on extras brought this 
to $17,650. and B.C. Holdings 
had paid $13,000, leaving 
$4,650 at issue. 

The action continues today. 


Man hurt 
quelling 
home fire 

Victoria resident Roy Max¬ 
well, 2566 Fifth, burned both 
hands Monday morning when 
he extinguished a fire which 
Victoria firemen said Max¬ 
well started accidentally. 

Firemen said Maxwell was 
using a torch to repair some 
plumbing pipes in a wall of 
his home when sparks went 
up Under some siding and set 
it afire.

“As part of our long-range 
we are hoping to devise ways 
planning and programming, 
and means of returning more 
to the community thte many 
good works that were once 
performed through various, 
but now few^r, volunteer or¬ 
ganizations such as those that 
u r ere part of a church effort, 
community group or other as¬ 
sociation or society,” he skid. 

“It is hoped that the now 
rtewly designated and recog¬ 
nized advisory groups will 
help take the lead in return¬ 
ing this important voluntary 
force to full potential.” * 
Former human resources 
minister Norman Levi said 
the return to the advisory 
board system “is a return to 
an unworkable system. That 
system was an old-boy system 
of officials in the social ser¬ 
vice field who scratched each 
other’s backs, talked about 
co-ordination but in fact per- 
► petuated their empires.” 

He said the key principle to 
the resource board program 
“was to activate an integra¬ 
tion of services, not a co-of- 
dination.” 

The switch back to advisory 
boards “means that thou¬ 
sands of interested citizens 
will have no real gay in pro¬ 
gramming for their communi¬ 
ty,” Levi said. “That puts the 
bureaucrats back in the sad¬ 
dle.” 

Levi said he disagreed with 
the Union of B.C. Municipal¬ 
ities contention that the 
boards were another level of 
government. “I am not aware 
that the municipalities were 
really interested in social ser¬ 
vice delivery,” he said. “Our 
government understood this 
and moved to place the ad¬ 
ministration within orte in¬ 
tegrated sxstem.” 

He said a better evaluation 
of the move could be made in 
12 months, “but it is my opin¬ 
ion that a return to the old 
system will be both costly and 
unproductive.” 

Liberal leader Gordon Gib¬ 
son said hte was extremely 
disappointed in the govern¬ 
ment’s move. 

“I voted against this legisla¬ 
tion when it was introduced in 
the house,” he said, “but Tve 
turned around since watching 
what the resource board 
achieved* in my own commu¬ 
nity.” 

Gibson lives in North Van¬ 
couver.

Hpw are intermediaries 
chosen in jail-hostage in¬ 
cidents? 

The Colonist has learned 
that Victoria lawyer Douglas 
Christie, intermediary ih lost 
week’s nine-hour drama at 
Wilkinson Road jail, was ap¬ 
proved by the inmates pfter 
another Victorian had been 
proposed by jhil officials and 
similarly approved. 

But the first choice, Colonist 
police and court reporter 
Bruce Lowther, had chosen 
Thursday to make up some 
overtime and go out of town, 
thus missing one of the major 
stories of a 30-year news ca¬ 
reer. 

The trouble began shortly 
after 8 p.m. and it took jail of¬ 
ficials about half an hour to 
get the basic details inside 
and call police to stand guard 
outside. 

About 8:30, one official on 
the phone to the inmates in 
the gym suggested an inter¬ 
mediary go in as an exchange 
for one of the two hostage- 
guards and to get full-spale 
negotiations started. 

The official suggested 
Lowther, who had written nu¬ 
merous stories about 'ail trou¬ 


bles and the inmates’ court 
appearances. The inmeftes 
said yes, but the official 
phoned Lowther’s home to 
find "he was away and could 
not be reached. 

Attempts ,to find someone 
else were put aside for a 
while. As phone talks con¬ 
tinued, the inmates askedvfor 
a reporter and photographer 
and CJVT reporter John Mit¬ 
chell and Colonist cameraman 
Ian.McKain were taken inside 
the jail. 

But for coincidence, Mit¬ 
chell probably would have 
been given the intermediary’s 
job. However. Christie had 
been asked a few days before 
to visit a client in the jail and, 
since he had a free evening, 
had decided to go Thursday. 

He arrived about 9 p.m. and 
was advised no one could 
enter the jail while the in¬ 
cident continued. He stood 
around for almost an hour 
talking to newsmen waiting 
outside the jail, then left with 
a reporter to go downtown for 
coffee. 

At about the same time, the 
inmates heard he was in the 
area and asked for him. The 
iail officials found out where 


Christie had gone, phoned 
ahead and the lawyer was 
back before 11 p.m. to start 
six hours of work which ended 
in a successful settlement. 

Lowther, who was recently 
elected chairman of the Capi¬ 
tal Region Justice Council, 
congratulated Christie on his 
success and said he would ad¬ 
vise the council at its next 
meeting. 

Meanwhile, three jail in¬ 
mates who were among those 
charged after a 10-man break 
Dec. 16 have asked the Colo¬ 
nist to refer to the jail section 
where they are held as a 
maximum-security tier rather 
than protective-custody tier, 
the phrase originally used by 
jail officials.

$100,000 damage in NanaimQ 


Storage building destroyed 


NANAIMO - An unofficial 
estimate places damage at 
about $100,000 in l a fire Sun¬ 
day, which destroyed a large 
storage building at the Pacific 
Biological Research Station 
here. 

Firemen from the Depar¬ 
ture Bay and North Welling¬ 
ton volunteer departments 
fought the blaze for more 
than two hours. It started at 


10:30 a.m. Although they were 
unable to save the building, 
the firemen were credited 
with preventing the spread of 
the fire to other buildings at 
the station. 

The biological station is 
operated* by the Fisheries Re¬ 
search Board, a branch of the 
federal fisheries department. 

The ljuilding housed a large 
stock of fish nets, electrical 
equipment and other gear. The 
fire produced a heavy pall of 


black smoke which hung over 
Departure Bay and the sur¬ 
rounding area for several 
hours Sunday before it was 
dispersed by wind. 

Police and fire officials 
began an investigation into 
the cause of the blaze imme¬ 
diately. Monday a police 
spokesman said that the 
RCMP probe had been ter¬ 
minated, since investigators 
were satisfied that arson was 
not involved. 


However, fire department 
officials continued their 
search for the cause. 

An official damage estimate 
. from station officials was still 
not available Monday, as in¬ 
ventories of stocks in the 
buLldiing were being checked. 

There were no injuries. 

Biological station spokes¬ 
man said there will not be 
any major holdups in any of 
the station’s projects because 
of the fire.

There seems very little 
j>oint to the production other 
than to be a vehicle for Kalei¬ 
doscope’s talent. 

What the group ac¬ 
complishes with a minimum 
of props and full measure of 
innovation is downright stag¬ 
gering. 

And if any educator insists 
that theatre in the schools 
should offer a lesson, the les¬ 
son here is simple enough.

One of the big drawbacks of 
this company is that no one 
outside a classroom usually 
gets to see them. That is to be 


remedied this Sunday when 
the company stages its Orien¬ 
tal Legend and The Alihipar- 
hinacroadiligator at Open 
Space. 

Kaleidoscope’s decision to 
go public isn’t just to let ev¬ 
eryone know what little 
Johnny is doing in school but 
far more practical. It needs 
the money. 

There’s a $30,000 L.I.P. 
grant, but that goes to pay the 
Equity cast during its eight- 
month season: the day-to-day 
operating costs have to be 
met by the schools at $50 a 
show. With school boards cut¬ 
ting back, a lot of schools just 
don’t have the cash. . 


At teaching staff urging, 
home and school associations 
have come up with the nomin¬ 
al fee and in one instance an 
individual who felt Kaleido¬ 
scope was a worthwhile con¬ 
tribution to his school brought 
them in himself. 

If anyone gets the impres¬ 
sion that something happens 
with Kaleidoscope, they’re 
right.

Race gadget answers prayer

It cuts through sheet metal 
as if it were butter. 

It tears doors off wrecked 
cars., snaps roof f>osts as if' 
they were matchsticks and 
bends steering columns. 

It’s called the Jaws of Life. 

The Victoria Fire Depart¬ 
ment demonstrated the $8,000 
piece of machinery and had 
no difficulty convincing those 
present that it was worth 
every penny of its cost. 

For years, police and fire¬ 
fighters had called for equip¬ 
ment that would help ex¬ 
tricate victims from wrecked 
cars. 

Conventional tools were not 
only slow but also often dan¬ 
gerous because they involved 
open flames, such as in the 
case of cutting-torcheS. 

“And when you work 
around a wrecked car, there’s 
always gasoline around; you 
don’t want to get near the 
wreck with an open flame.” 
says hire Chief Eric Sim¬ 
mons. 

Engineers of the Hurst 
Power Corporation were con¬ 
cerned about the same thing; 
the company was involved in 
car racing and it became 
clear that something had to 
be invented to Free trapped 
drivers faster than conven¬ 
tional equipment. 

Hurst engineers designed 
the*Jaws of Life. 

It consists of a gasoline mo¬ 
tor-operated hydraulic tool 
with two arms whic h close or 
open in scissor-like fashion 
with 10,000 pounds pressure. 


It comes with a cutting at¬ 
tachment that snaps through 
steel door hinges or roof 
posts. 

It can raise a car. bend the 
steering column upward to 
free a trapped driver, cut 
through the sheet metal of a 
car itxrf which can then be 
bent back and do all of these 
things in seconds. 

In the demonstration, it 
took the jaws about 20 sec¬ 
onds to get a ctoor off the car 
body. 

Simmons said the tool had 
been used about a dozen 
times in real accidents. 

“Saanich used it five 
times,” he said, adding thal 
the Saanich fire department 
will get its own jaws stoon. 

Robert Meinyk. who oper;£ 
ed the jaws during the demon¬ 
stration, has also had a 
number of opportunities to 
use it in actual emergency 
conditions. 

“It’s different; you don’t 
have much, time; there’s a 
victim in the car; usually it’s 
nighttime and you can’t see 
too well,” Meinyk said. 

“Recently. I had to' cut a 
piece of metal with the victim 
close to it. I watched his leg, 
but after we had pulled him 
out, someone told me the vic¬ 
tim’s arm had only been a 
couple of inches from where I 
was cutting," Meinyk said. 

Can the jaws, be credited 
with the saving of liv£e? 

“It’s difficult t) say what 
wtould have happened in some 
cases, hadn’t we had the Jfiws 
of Life,” said Simmons. 

“But it certainly has cut 
down the time it lakes to get 
victims out of wrecked cars,” 
he said.

McCready, a staff repre¬ 
sentative in Vancouver with 
HEU, said it was vital 
McClelland make a decision 
before planned hospital 
layoffs next month.

“He didn’t say yes. and he 
didn’t say no,” McCready 
said when asked about 
McClelland’s reaction to the 
union’s recommendations. 

“But he did say he would 
resj>ond.” 

The union believes an inves¬ 
tigation is required as a 
means of creating a better 
system of financing hospitals. 

Under the present system. 
McCready says, the province 
is pouring “hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of taxpayers’ dollars into 
the hospital system without 
the minister knowing where it 
is going.” 

The situation was the same 
for past administrations, he 
said. 

McCready said the govern¬ 
ment was in this position be¬ 
cause it believed in the au¬ 
tonomy of hospital boards and 
simply turned over the -money 
to the boards. 

He said the union believed 
the boards should have to ac¬ 
count for the spending. 

’ The union also argued that 
considerable money could be 
saved through standard¬ 
ization. 

“There are 14 hospitals on 
the Lower Mainland and 14 
kitchens," McCready said. 

“We are)pointing out that 
four wallfi and a roof don’t 
make a hospital," McCready 
said. 

“It’s the skilled people in¬ 
side. When you remove the 
skilled people you’re left with 
a first aid stati<V” 

He said as many as 350 
layoffs appeared to be in the 1 
works at Vancouver General 
Hospital. There have also 
been indications that as many 
as 100 jobs could be lost 
through layoff and attrition at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital in Vic¬ 
toria.

Parking stays tight in Esquimalt 


Drivers looking for a park¬ 
ing spot in the commercial 
area of Esquimalt Road will 
just havte to continue looking 
elsewhere. 

Esquimalt traffic commit¬ 
tee refused to budge Monday 
in the face of a 133-signature 
petition calling for removal of 
parking restrictions in the 800 
and 900 blocks of Esquimalt 
Road. 

The petition read in part: 
“We feel access should be 
given to the various bu¬ 
sinesses in this area who are 
paying taxes but are losing 


customers because of the 
parking situation.” 

But the committee went 
along with a ’ recommendation 
from municipal engineer M. 
H. Campbell noting that 
streets were primarily for the 
movement of traffic and of 
lesser importance for the pro¬ 
vision of parking. 

Campbell also warned of 
further cutbacks in parking 
along the busy thoroughfare 
“with the evier increasing 
traffic volumes.” 

Committee chairman Ken 
Hill said the only alternative 


allowing tor more parking 
was widening the road. 

“Which is very expensive.“ 
Campbell said. 

. Hill a&o noted that there 
w^ere 140 accidents on Esqui¬ 
mau Road during 1975. 

In other business, the plan¬ 
ning, zoning and housing com¬ 
mittee was presented with 
plans for two linking town- 
house developments in the ,800 
and 900 blocks of Admirals 
Road as a preliminary, step 
toward considering entering 
into a land-use development 
contract with two dpvelopers. 


Although both proposals are 
to he developed separately, 
the same architect vand engi¬ 
neer are preparing both.

John 
McDonald absent, the bloc 
was able to defeat the du¬ 
plexes through tie votes. 

Both duplexes were pro¬ 
posed Tor lots on Sevenoaks 
Road hear Rainbow Park. No 


neighbors appeared before 
council to oppose the rezon¬ 
ings. 

Anton fRatzka and Armando 
Furtado were the applicants 
for one lot, and Gerrit Kloot- 
wyk for the other. 

The three aldermen object¬ 
ed to the rezonings because 
three duplexes had already 
been built nearby, and Johri- 
$on didn’t like Rdtzka and 
Furtado's use of ‘‘second¬ 
hand plans.” They submitted 
pirns which were originally 
drawn for another site, to be 


converted to the Sevenoaks 
lot. 

The question of^n-law suites 
was also brought, up, as it 
usually is when duplexes 
planned with basements are 
discussed. Municipal planner 
Gil Laurenson told council 
that the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. required base¬ 
ment plumbing in some 
houses, and so basement 
plumbing was not necessarily 
a warning that a builder 
planned an illegal fourplex. 

AldJ^ Joe' Bourque, who 


■ 

voted in favor of the duplexes, 
argued that council’s main 
concern was land use, not de¬ 
sign, because council had no 
authority over design. 

Aid. David Paterson backed 
him up, saying the very large 
lots were well suited to du¬ 
plexes. The lots were , so 
large, in fact that the owners 
would be forced to build and 
6ell vexy expensive single¬ 
family homes in an area 
where people couldn’t afford* 
them, he said. 


After the hearing. Klootwyk 
said he would certainly re-ap¬ 
ply for duplex zoning. "It 
would be a waste of land” not 
to, he said. 

Hfe was willing t»i accept a 
conditional reining which 
would prohibit him from ac^ 
ding in-law suites in the du¬ 
plex basements, he to]d coun¬ 
cil. Council appreciated the 
gesture, but could not legally 
grant rezonings with condi- 
ions attached. 

Klootwyk said he had be¬ 
come aware, through his 


wife’s work wjth the Multiple 
Sclerosis Society, of the prob¬ 
lems handicappe4 people 
have in converting homes 
accommodate wheel-chairs. 
He said he would like to build 
special wheelchair features 
into the strata-title duplex, if 
he could find handicapped 
people tb buy it.

Moneyspinner legends 
unearthed for book 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — For 
25 years, Gone with the Wind 
was the biggest-earning, 
longest and most fabled 
movie in Hollywood history. 

Its record as a moneymaker 
was finally eclipsed in 1965 
when The Sound of Music 
soared to the top of the list. 
Its record has since been 
eclipsed by The Godfather 
and now r , Jaws. Cleopatra in 
1963 ran longer on the screen. 

But no movie will ever sur¬ 
pass'Gone with thte Wind in 
legend and most of it is col¬ 
lected in a new book, Scarlett, 
Rhett end a Cast of Thou¬ 
sands (Macmillan) by Roland 
Flamini. a Time magazine 
correspondent in Los Angeles. 

Much of it is familiar, but 
Flamini has done his legwork, 
travelling to Paris to inter¬ 
view Olivia deHaviUand, sur¬ 
vivor of the quartet of stars, 
and to Atlanta to learn more 
about author Margaret M i t - 
chell. 

His research has paid off in 
new r information about David 
O. Selznick’s triumph and his 
downfall—he could never 
quell his desire to top Gone 
with the Wind. These are 
some of the things the 
average moviegoer might not 
know about the film: 

• MGM had a chance to buy 
the novel, but Irving Thalberg 
advised Louis B. Mayer 



against it because "no Civil 
War picture ever made a 
nickel.” 

• Among the Atlanta social¬ 
ites who were auditioned, for 
the role of Scarlett was Cath¬ 
erine Campbell, later the wife 
of Randolph Hearst and 
mother of Patty Hearst. 

• Clark Gable was reluctant 
to accept the role of Rhett 
Butler—"Too big an order; I 
don’t want any part of him ” 
He relented because he need¬ 
ed money to divorce his seo

Basil Rathbone. 

• Finalists in the race for 
Scarlett were Paulette God¬ 
dard, Joan Bennett, Jean Ar¬ 
thur and Vivien Leigh. 

• Thomas Mitchell, who 
played Scarlett’s father, was 
so terrified of hones that his 
contract read he would not 
have to ride.

Victor VV. last saw his 
daughter ivhen his wife was 
given custody on condition 
that she stopped her associa¬ 
tion with one man, and that 
Victor be allowed to visit the 
child. 

He has not seen the child 
since. 

Just three cases in the ev¬ 
eryday abduction that goes on 
on Victoria stilts not the 
kind of cases where the rela¬ 
tive’of a rich family is kid¬ 
napped for ransom, hut the 
kind of case where a paxenl, 


dissatisfied with a court rul¬ 
ing on custody, takes the law 
into his or her own hands. 

It’s a case of “take the 
baby and run,” for most of 
these parents, denied custody 
by the courts. 

And once they have run. 
flouting the law. it appears 
that there is tittle that is, or 
can be done about it. 

This applies particulaiUy if 
the child is taken out of.the' 
province, or even worse, out 
of the country. 

“There have been quite a 
number of these cases over 
the years,” says Don.Bingh¬ 
am. former superintendent of 
child welfare, now in charge 


(^tong-range planning and so¬ 
cial research for the human 
resources department. 

“I can recall a case where 
the children were taken to the 
Philippines, and another 
where they went to Italy, and 
there was nothing that could 
be d >ne.” 

“The re seem to he two 
kinds of issues,” says Vic 
Belknap, provincial superin¬ 
tendent of child welfare. 

“There are the cases where 
a parent abdnets the children, 
and sometimes they complete¬ 
ly disappear, and there are 
tlie cases where a judge grants 
custody under certain con¬ 
ditions which are flouted. 


“Either way there seems to 
be little that we can dg about 
them.”* 

Bingham refers to two kinds 
of kidnapping. 

Physical kidnapping where 
the child is abducted, and 
psychological kidnapping 

where a child is brainwashed 
by one parent into not want¬ 
ing to see the other parent. 

He, too, says there seems to 
be no recourse for the offend¬ 
ed parent. 

Child custody cases are 
a 1 ways 'eimotionally cdmrged. 
and the judge has the task of 
doing justice by both parents 
and the child.

Woman charged 
in baby death 

COQUITLAM (CP) — Lor- 
Coquitlam, was charged Mon¬ 
day with murder punishable 
by life imprisonment in con¬ 
nection with the death of her 
six-month-old son, Dwain 
Terry Schneidter, found Sun¬ 
day in three inches of water 
in a bathtub by his father. 


“You can’t possibly do 
that,” says Belknap. 

“Someone is going to feel 
aggrieved.” 

But even when the law is on 
die side of a parent, enforce¬ 
ment is a different thing. 

Take the case of Victor W. 

His wife was given custody 
of the daughter, then aged 
nine, on condition that she 
cease her association with a 
man who the court deemed 
had strange “sexual appeti¬ 
tes.” 

Given custody, the woman 
left the province in company 
with the man, returning at 
one stage to visit her parents 
at Shawnigan. 

Victor called in the child 
welfare workers, who appre¬ 
hended the child as being in 
need of care and protection 
and promptly turned her over 
to the grandparent’s custody. 

Just as promptly the couple 
left the province again, taking 
the child with then), and the 
parents moved soon after. 

Victor tried to exercise his 
rights to visit his daughter in 
another province, but was de¬ 
nied access, until finally he 
got word that the girl did not 
want to see him. 

“What I had was the law on 
my side, but I was denied jus¬ 
tice,” says Victor today. “The 
law should have looked after 
that child, and enforced its 
order that the mother not see 
the man.” 

And Bingham tells of an¬ 
other man who went to visit 
his child who lived with the 
mother. 

He knocked on the door and 
a man came out of the house, 


talked to the father for a 
while, and a scuffle ensued. 1 

The next day the father 
went to the polige station to 
lay an assault charge, and 
found himself arrested for 
causing a disturbance, and 
lodged in cells. 

He was then interviewed by 
a doctor and sent to ‘River- 
view Hospital. 

"He had to use the appeal 
system to get sprung from 
there,” said Bingham. 

“That is about as extreme 
as it can get when parents 
start quarelling about chil¬ 
dren." . 

Both he anti Belknap agree 
•that the only possible re¬ 
course would be a system set 
‘up in co-operation with the 
courts for each child to have 
an advocate to look after the 
child’s interests, and to see 
that court orders are not 
flouted. 

Bingham recommended im¬ 
plementation of at least some 
of the recommendations of the 
Berger royal commission on 
family law to protect the 
rights of children. 

“Any time you deny a child 
tile right to know his parents 
you are denying him his heri¬ 
tage,” said Bingham. “That is 
serious. 

“And if the courts do lay 
down certain conditions on 
parents, then there has to be 
somebody there to make sure 


that those conditions are not 
flouted.” 

But at present the only 
apparent recourse Ihe empty 
handed parent has is today a 
charge ~of. a 1st notion against 
the other parent — if the of¬ 
fending parent can be located. 

Such an offence carries a 
maximum 10-year jail sen¬ 
tence, and parents are reluc¬ 
tant to take rsuch steps 
against their former partners 
— and the parents of their 
own children. 

In addition the courts would 
be reluctant to convict. 

Welfare authorities, mean¬ 
while are prone to take the 
view that even if a child has 
been ^kidnapped, if the new 
situatiorl has existed for a 
while, and is stable, then fur¬ 
ther uprooting back to the 
first parent could be more up¬ 
setting to the chilld than the 
first uprooting. 

“What it amounts to,” says 
Victor bitterly, “is that it 
doesn’t matter what the court 
S8ys, it’s the parent who de¬ 
cides to ignore the court who 
wins every tiiyie.”

Cavett show Aug. 10,1972. 

ABC refused to provide

Kowalski told court 
Allen used the occasion to 
make mv>re Polish jokes. 

The FOC held that ABC did 
not have to grant equal time. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals in 
Chicago agreed, saying the 
FCC rule calling for equal 
time to resporuT to personal 
attacks or controversial pub¬ 
lic issues did not apply to tell¬ 
ing of Polish .jokes on the air.

Green peas,, to my mind, 
are not a particularly happy 
choice of vegetables to grow 
in the small garden where 
space is limited. 

For one thing they occupy 
such a lot of ground for such 
a little crop — one picking 
from a 30-foot row, after you 
get them shelled, provides 
hardly enough peas to satisfy 
the hunger of a small family. 

Where spfcce is no problem, 
though,, the indescribable fla¬ 
vor of freshly picked peas 
make this a real luxury item, 
and well worth growing. 

Our climate too, is just 
about iryide to order for the 
ghrden pea, a plant which 
detests the sizzling summer 
heat of eastern Canada and 
the Prairies. 

★ ★ ★ 

In choosing a variety to 
sow, there are two broad 
groups from which to make 
your selection — the smooth- 
seeded kinds and the marrow¬ 
fats, which have wrinkled 
seeds. 

The smooth, round seeds 
are earlier, hardier, and 
much more tolerant of cold, 
wet soil and chilly spring 
winds than the marrowfats, 
and you’ll find that most of 
the really early varieties ar» 
in this class.

Rainy weather brings all 
kinds of mischief as well as 
good, and one of its common 
results is an upsurge in paHor 
games, especially those that 
one can play without a com¬ 
panion. 

Aside from solitaire, these 
games usually take the form 
of daydreaming about what 
one would do it. 

A year or two ago a reader 
asked what one person in his¬ 
tory I would rather have m£t 
than any oth#r. I believe I 
said Cleopatra, an answer 
that brought me a flood of 
reproachful letters and reli¬ 
gious tracts from readers who 
thought I should have chosen 
Jesus.

It isn’t a new game. I must 
have played it a thousand 
times, and not always on 
rainy days. The importance of 
one’s companions on an island

Unfortunately, the smooth- 
seeded kinds have about as 
much filavor as a mouthful of 
buckshot!

If yoq want to impress the 
neighbors by picking peas two 
weeks befoije anyone else in 
your block, try Tiny Tim or 
Alaska. 

Seeds can be sown as soon 
as the ground is fit to be 
worked, regardless of the 
weather, and you’ll have pods 
ready far picking in 50 to 55 
days. 

If the important thing is fla¬ 
vor, though, better sow a 
marrowfat variety. Wait until 
the ground dries off a bit be¬ 
fore sowing, as these seeds 
will rot in cold, wet soil. 

★ ★ * 

As for variety, we have 
been very much impressed 
with an English variety called 
Green Arrow which came out 
several years ago. 

It makes a sturdy, self-sup¬ 
porting plant 36 inches tall, 
very prolific, bearing its pods 
in pairs, thereby making pick¬ 
ing much quicker and easier. 

The pods, too, are unusually 
long, bearing from nine to 11 
peas per pod. 

Green iAItow has consider¬ 


able resistance to most of the 
common pea troubles too, and 
continues to produce pods 
long after ordinary varieties 
have packed it up for the sea¬ 
son. 

★ ★ ★ 

There is an even newer pea 
from England called Sleaford 
Three Kings which bears tri¬ 
ple pods against twins for 
Green Arrow. 

We tried it last summer but 
? found the viqes floppy and the 
peas of only fair quality, so 
we will be staying with Green 
Arrow, together with a small 
test sowing of a new prairie- 
bred pea called Super Sweet, 
which is said to grow only 16 
inches tall, bearing peas of an 
unusually high sugar content. 

If you have any trouble 
finding seeds of Green Arrow, 
you can hardly go very far 
wrong in choosing any variety 
with the name Laxton in its 
title, for the firm of Thomas 
Laxton and Sons of England 
has done more to develop fine 
pear varieties than any other 
breeder. 

Laxton’s Progress No. 9, 
Laxton’s Superb and Thos. 
Laxton are all reliable varie¬ 
ties.

Peas need a lot of lime, and 


the site should be given, a gen¬ 
erous dusting at the rate of 
1% cupfuls per square yard, 
raking it lightly into the sur¬ 
face. 

Then take out a shallow 
trench, three inches deep and 
as wide as your spade, slop¬ 
ing the excavated soil up on 
each side of the trench to pro¬ 
vide a little protection from 
the wind when the seedlings 
emerge. 

I soak my peas seeds over¬ 
night, pat them partly dry in 
paper towels, then shake 
them up in a paper bag with a 
tablespoonful of legume in- 
noculant.

Sow your seeds in a double 
row along the bottom of your 
shallow trench, spacing the 
rows six inches apart and the 
seeds six inches apart in the 
row, and an inch deep. 

This business of growing 
your peas in a shallow trench 
makes it much easier to give 
them a thorough, deep wa¬ 
tering during our summer dry 
spells.

Only the overbidders will 
enjoy today's hand. However, 
If you’re an underbidder, 
you d better read it anyway. 
An overbidder might try to 
pull a similar swindle against 
you. 

As I said. South was an 
overbidder. But not because 
he didn't use Blackwood. His 
best technical bid over three 
hearts was four diamonds. 
This would promise suit con¬ 
trol and invite slam. North 
would bid four hearts and a 
safe game would end the rub¬ 
ber 

West led the spade ten and 
when dummy was spread. 
Souths first thoughts were 
“at least I dodged a club 
lead!” But before playing his 
first card. Mr. Overbidder 
considered his options. 

If the trump finesse were on 
side, he could play in almost 
any way and make all 13 
tricks. After drawing trumps, 
the two club losers would go 
on th^ high spade and high 
diamond ana South could 
watch East gnash his teeth 

But what if the trump 
finesse lost? How was 
declarer to stop West from, 
leading clubs a second time 0 

Mr. Overbidder played as 
follows. He won the spade 
king and cashed two more 
spades. On the third spade in¬ 
stead of throwing a losing 
club, he threw the diamond 
eight. The trump finesse went 
to West’s king and West took 
the bait. West quickly shifted 
to diamonds and the slam 
was stolen. Declarer won the 
diamond ace, drew the last 
trump, and overtook his jack 
and the two club loeers went 
on the diamonds. 

All was not quiet on .the

Sea park 
plea 

by divers 

A Victoria area scuba div¬ 
ing club says speargun hunt¬ 
ing is annihilating marine life 
near Ogcjen Point breakwater. 

Memliers have written to a 
fisheries director asking for 
government action to save the 
area’s underwater life. 

The Aquarius Diving Club 
of Esquimalt has been trying 
for two years through both 
provincial parks officials and 
the federal fisheries depart¬ 
ment.

VANCOUVER (CPI Edu¬ 
cation Minister Pat McGeer 
said Monday that rewards for 
good drivers will be in store 
for B.C. motorists nexl year.

Haymour’s brother said 
Haymour came to Canada in 
1954. They ran a barbershop 
together for a timte, before 
Haymour married in 1960 and 
later moved to British Colum¬ 
bia in search of new ventures. 

In Vancouver, sources dis¬ 
closed Haytnour once wanted 
to set up a resort develop¬ 
ment featuring Egyptian-styte 
belly-dancers on a small is¬ 
land in the province’s interior. 

He reportedly threatened 
the life of the then-premier of 
the province, W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett, after health authorities 
banned the project because 
the islan dwas unsewered. 

"He wanted to put on exotic 
shows in Arab tents and ferry 
people over to the island by 
small boat," said a public re¬ 
lations consultant, Alan Has¬ 
sell. "He wanted to call it 
’Moroccan Shadoux/- or some¬ 
thing like that." 

After the scheme fell 
through, Haymour was 
charged on 37 counts involv¬ 
ing threats against B.C. politi¬ 
cians. He appeared in a Ke¬ 
lowna court in September, 
1974, on a charge of posses¬ 
sing an offensive weapon — a 
pair of brass knuckles —- and 
was committed to a Van¬ 
couver mental hospital. The 
other charges were not pro¬ 
ceeded with. 


He was released after about 
a year, in the fall of 1975. 

Haymour is a Canadian citi¬ 
zen and could not have been 
expelled from the country, 
said a government spokes¬ 
man. 

Haymour claimed he was 
expelled from Canada on 
grounds of insanity and de¬ 
manded the doctor and law¬ 
yer who testified to his men¬ 
tal condition admit their 
error. 

"The exact circumstances 


of Haymour’s departure from 
Canada are not known," said 
a spokesman for External Af¬ 
fairs Minister Allan MacEa- 
chen. "But us a Canadian citi¬ 
zen, there’s just no way he 
could have been expelled as 
he claims.

More than a dozen Douglas 
fir trees alongside the road 
through MacMillan Park’s 
magnificent Cathedral Grove 
got the axe from the provin¬ 
cial highways department 
without the parks depart¬ 
ment’s knowledge. 

At least that’s according to 
the parks department official 
responsible for the area who 
told the Colonist Monday he 
was "very surprised" at the 
loss. 

He has been asked to inves¬ 
tigate the incident, and report 
back to head office in Victp- 
ria. 

However the local highways 
official involved said he dis¬ 
cussed removal of the trees 
with the parks department a 
couple of days before they 
were felled last week. 

ttut no one seems to know 
who was really responsible 
for having the trees removed 
in the first place. 

The highways official said 
the order came from the 
Workers Compensation Board 
but confessed he didn’t know 
whether that body had the au¬ 
thority to issue such an order. 

The Workers Compensation 
Board noted that the board 
had originally written orders 
lor the felling of the trees but 
had later rescinded the order 
because it found the matter 
was outside its jurisdiction. 

Meanwhile the uprooted 
trees — all believed to be 
"snags" or dead trees, though 
some were described as being 
of "husky" size — were re- 
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ported still to be lying at the 
roadside. 

And parks official Charlie 
Darkis said he has been ap¬ 
proached by several local peo¬ 
ple who wanted to know what 
was going on. 

Darkis did not deny that the 
trees could be a safely hazard 
but noted that "a live tree 
will blow down too if the wind 
blows hard enough . how far 
are you going to go?" 

Darkis said that over the 
years his department had 
"great co-operation" with the 
highways department over 
Iree preservation. "All of a 
sudden they decide to remove 


Kremlin , 
France

MOSCOW (AP) — The 25th 
Soviet Communist party 
congress opens today amid 
disssident calls for political 
amnesty and signs of strain 
between the Kremlin and 
France’s top Cbmmunists. 

Soviet leader Leonid Brezh¬ 
nev is expected to stress con¬ 
tinuity in his keynote address.

He said he had discussed 
this with the parks depart¬ 
ment a couple of days before 
a contract crew started felling 
the roadside trees in the 
Grove. 

Ellis said the only trees 
taken down were those pin¬ 
pointed as being dangerous by 
the Workers Compensation 
Board. 

Asked whether he though 
the Workers'" Compensation 
Board had the power to order 
tree removal in this way, 
Ellis replied: "I don’t knpw 
whether they had the authori¬ 
ty to do it or not."

The prospective buyer. 
David Saville-Peck. who re¬ 
tired from the North Ameri¬ 
can .sports car racing circuit 
last -fall, after a racing ac¬ 
cident. told council he had no 
intention of changing the 
basic structure of the build¬ 
ing. 

> Aid. John Cannon was op¬ 
posed to the proposal because 
it contradicted council’s poli¬ 
cy of strip development. 

The other aldermen sided 
with Aid. Dennis Hogan, who 
said the type of development 
on the property was very li¬ 
mited because of the lack of 
sewer facilitiesdn the area. 

Hogan added that some con¬ 
sideration must be given to 
the Turner family, which has 
paid taxes on the property for 
a number of years without 
using it. 

As family spokesman said if

Capital punishment 

MP opposes 
abolition bid 


COURTENAY - Comox-Al- 
berrti MP Hugh Andersen has 
told his constituents in a let¬ 
ter, that although he is going 
into the debate on capital 
punishment with an open 
mind, he cannot, in all¬ 
honesty, give any hope that 
he will become an abolitionist 
during the debate. 

Anderson said there will be 
two separate sections to the 
crime legislation, one dealing 
with criminal reform and the 
other being the controversial 
capital punishment issue. 

He said it has always been 
his feeling that capital punish¬ 
ment is the tip of the iceberg 
and that the average Canadi¬ 
an, when viewing the social 
unrest in society, overempha¬ 
sizes the role that capital 
punishment would play as a 
deterrent. 

The new crime legislation to 
be introduced, will make it 
difficult for the criminal to 
operate. Anderson said, as it 
will reduce his criminal’s 
freedom of movement by 
tightening up bail laws and 
gun control. 

The solicitor general 
(U’arren Allmand) “is hoping 
that the new legislation will 
bring a feeling of security to 
Canadians and that they will 
accept the abolition of capital 
punishment.” Anderson said. 

The* solicitor-general, An¬ 
derson said, is a humanitar¬ 
ian and believes that nothing 
can b$ accomplished from 
capital punishment. “I resp¬ 
ect his views, but disagree 
with his stand on capital 
punishment.” 

“Philosophically, the crime 
should be judged on , its own 
nature, not on who the victim 
may be. For this reason, I 
cannot accept the present leg¬ 
islation as constituted as it is 


biased and prejudicial,” An¬ 
derson said. 

Anderson expects to be 
making amendments in 
speaking against his govern¬ 
ment’s legislation, and asks 
his constituents to bear with 
him and realize “in my own 
way I am trying to protect 
you — the people who sent me 
to Ottawa to represent you.”

NANAIMO — More than 20 
million board feet of lumber 
and three million board feet 
of logs were shipped out 
through Nanaimo harbor dur¬ 
ing January. 

The monthly report of the 
Nanaimo Harbour Commis¬ 
sion shows that the .United 
States was the largest buyer 
of lumber, accounting for 
more than 12.3 million board , 
feet. Japan was next with 
about 6.5 million board feet, 
and European ports took an¬ 
other million. 

In addition, 3.7 million 
board feet of logs, 32,600 tons 
of pulp and 4,200 tons of news¬ 
print were shipped from Nan¬ 
aimo. 

The only imports during the 
months consisted of 3.500 tons 
of salt cake, used in the pulp 
manufacturing process. 


NANAIMO — An unofficial 
estimate places damage at 
about $100,000 in a fire Sun¬ 
day, which destroyed a large 
storage building at the Pacific 
Biological Research Station 
here. 

Firemen from the Depar¬ 
ture Bay and North Welling¬ 
ton volunteer departments 
fought the blaze for more 
than two hours. It started at 
10:30 a.m. Although they were 
unable to save the building, 
the firemen w*ere credited 
with preventing the spread of 
the fire to other buildings at 
the station. 

The biological station is 
operated by the Fisheries Re¬ 
search Board, a branch of the 
federal fisheries department. 

The building housed a large 
stock of fish nets, electrical 
equipment and other gear. The 
fire produced a heavy pall of 
black smoke which hung over 
Departure Bay and the sur¬ 
rounding area for several 
hours Sunday before it was 
dispersed by wind. 

- 4 ~ Poltre and ftr* offtWafc 
began an investigation into 
fhe cause of the blaze imme¬ 
diately. Monday a police 
spokesman said that the 
RCMP probe had been ter¬ 
minated, since investigators 
were satisfied that arson was 
not involved. 

However, fire department 
officials continued their 
search for the cause. 

An official damage estimate 


from station officials was still 
not available Monday, as in¬ 
ventories of stocks in the 
building were being checked. 

There were no injuries. 


Biological station spokes¬ 
man said there will not be 
any major holdups in any of 
the station’s projects because 
of the fire.

NANAIMO — Mayor Frank 
Ney is urging Nanaimo. ser¬ 
vice clubs to come to the aid 
of the city in the construction 
of shelters at downtown bu$- 
stops.

Shawnigan Lake School is 
an independent boarding 
school for boys, incorporated 
under the Societies Act as a 
non-profit organization. Most 
pupils come from Canada and 
the United States, but there 
are some from Asia, South 
America, Europe and Africa. 
All follow a college-prepara- 
to’ry program of studies, and 
mosl enter a Canadian or 
American university ori^grad- 
uation. 

All boys participate regular¬ 
ly in athletics and take part in 
one or more activities or hob¬ 
bies. In addition, each boy 
contributes to the school; firsl 
by doing manual work for one 
or two hours per week and 
then, as he gains in experi¬ 
ence and seniority, by taking 
responsibility for the work 
and behaviour of others.

“Joe. is a good man; lie’s 
capable of leading the 
country.” 

That brief statement sums 
up Victoria MP Allan McKin¬ 
non’s assessment of Joe 
Clark, newly-elected leader of 
the national Progressive Con¬ 
servative Party. 

In McKinnon’s opinion, 
Clark not only has all the nec¬ 
essary qualifications to be 
Canada’s next prime minister 
but will prove it to the people 
and win the next general elec¬ 
tion. 

And who’s McKinnon to 
speak with such assurance of 


the man who entered the Tory 
Leadership rave as a dark 
horse to emerge the winner? 

For starters. McKinnon is 
the “backroom boy” who 
along with two other party 
caucus members engineered 
Clark’s campaign. 

As the Tory defence critic, 
his support of the winner will 
all but assure him of the de¬ 
fence minister’s portfolio 
should the Liberals be unseat¬ 
ed in the next election, be-’ 
lieved to be coming sometime 
in 1978. 

It was a tough grind to sell 
Clark to the party, McKinnon 
said in an interview from Ot¬ 
tawa Monday. 


Reward planned 
for good drivers 


VANCOUVER (CP i - Edu¬ 
cation Minister Pat McGeer 
said Monday that rewards for 
good drivers will be in store 
for B.C. motorists next year. 

McGeer, minister resjxjnsi- 
ble for t)ie Insurance Corp. of 
B.C.. said the corporation is 
working on a number of plans 
which will lower, insurance 
premiums for good drivers, 
while penalizing bad drivers 
with higher riates. 

Earlier Monday, McGeer in¬ 
dicated during an ojjen-line 
radio program that rates to 
good drivers could be cut by 
as much as 80 per cent, but 
he later clarified the com¬ 
ment saying that no percent¬ 
age cut has been contemplat¬ 
ed. 

On the same radio show. 


however, McGeer made it 
clear that drivers who make 
claims with ICBC will be se¬ 
verely penalized. 

“I can premise everybody 
right now that there will be 
substantial penalties for in¬ 
surance claims and there will 
substantial rewards for 
good driving in the future." 
he said. 

“Everybody has been 
lumped into the same ca¬ 
tegories up until this time 
with no particular advantage 
being given to those with a 
claim-free reco/tV’ he added. 

Liberal Leader Gordpn Gib¬ 
son urged the government to 
make some provision for peo¬ 
ple who won’t be able to af¬ 
ford the insurance and have 
ii< where<1o store their vehi¬ 
cles. 


He recalled a meeting last 
June of 14 Tory MPs called to 
discuss whether Clark should 
enter the race. 

“After ,three hours of de¬ 
bate, we took a vote and the 
outcome was 10 to 4 against 
running him,” said McKin¬ 
non. 

Eventually, only three stuck 
with Clark — “Harvey Andre 
(Calgary-Centre), Steve Pa- 
pro s k i (Edmonton-Cehtre) 
and yours truly,” McKinnon 
said. 

Even until about six weeks 
ago, things didn't look good 
for Clark, but then, something 
happened: % . 

“We we^e; w ith Clark cam¬ 
paigning in Toronto when 
midway through a speech, it 
struck me and I thought by 
God, we can pull it off — they 
were really going for him,” 
he said. 

At the convention, McKin¬ 
non predicted victory for 
Clark if ho came in third on 
the first ballot which he did. 

There were tense moments, 
McKinnon recalls, such as 
John Fraser withdrawing his 
name after the first ballot but 
too late to have his name of¬ 
ficially removed froip the bal¬ 
lot sheets. 

Word couldn't be relayed to 
all Fraser supporters fast 
enough and 34 still voted for 
him in the second ballot al¬ 
though he had thrown his sup¬ 
port behind Clark. 

But the outcome is history. 
Clark w’on after the fourth 
ballot and the Tories have a 
new leader. 

And Clark, McKinnon said, 
won’t repeat the mistakes 
that proved the downfall of 
another man from the west 
who led the Tories out of the 
political wilderness a decade 
ago.

RCMP Inspector Roy Byrne 
said he had no information on 
the conversation with Ottawa; 
bul said Mrs. Haymour \yas 
interviewed by an RCMP in¬ 
spector “to get some kind of 
reading on what kind of a cat 
he (Haymour) was.” 

Haymour’s brother said 
Haymour came to Canada in 
1954. They ran a barbershop 
together for a time, before 
Haymour married in 1960 and 
later moved to British Colum¬ 
bia in searjeh of new ventures. 

In Vancouver, sources dis¬ 
closed Haymour once wanled 
to set up a resort develop¬ 
ment featuring Egyptian-stylfc 
belly-dancers on a small is¬ 
land in the province’s interior. 

He reixirtedly threatened 
the life of the then-premier of 
the province, W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett, after health authorities 
banned the project because 
the island was unsewered. 

“He wanted to put on exotic 
shows in Arab tents and ferry 
peopte over to the island by 
small boat,” said a public re¬ 
lations consultant, Alan Has¬ 
sell. “He wanted to call it 
‘Moroccan Shadoux,’ or some¬ 
thing like that.” 

After the scheme fell" 
through, Haymour was 
charged on 37 counts involv¬ 
ing threats against B.C. politi¬ 
cians. He appeared in a Ke¬ 
lowna court in September. 
1974, on a charge of posses¬ 
sing an offensive weapon a 
pair of brass knuckles — and 
w'as committed to a Van¬ 
couver mental hospital. The 
other charges were not pro¬ 
ceeded with. 


He was released after about 
a year, in the fall of 1975/ 

Haymour is a Canadian citi¬ 
zen and could not have been 
expelled fr o rp the country, 
said a government spokes¬ 
man. 

Haymour claimed he was 
expelled from Canada op 
grounds of insanity and de¬ 
manded the doctor and law¬ 
yer who testified to his men¬ 
tal condition admit their 
error.

Parks fights highways 

Cathedral firs 

mixup

More than a dozen Douglas 
fir trees alongside the road 
through MacMillan Park’s 
magnificent Cathedral Grove 
got the axe from the provin¬ 
cial highways department 
without the parks depart¬ 
ment’s knowledge. 

At least that’s according to 
the parks department official 
responsible for the area who 
told the Colonist Monday he 
was “very surprised" at the 
loss. 

He has been asked to inves¬ 
tigate the incident and rejiort 
back to head office in Victo¬ 
ria. 

However the local highways 
official involved said he dis¬ 
cussed removal of the , trees 
with the parks department a 
couple of days before they 
were felled last week. 

uut no one seems to know 
who was really resiionsible 
for having the trees removed 
in the first place. 

The highways official said 
the order came from .the 
Workers Compensation Board 
but confessed he didn’t know' 
whether that body had the au¬ 
thority to issue such an order. 

The Workers Compensation 
Board noted that the board 
had originally written orders 
for the felling of the trees but 
had later rescinded the order 
because it found the matter 
was outside its jurisdiction. . 

Meanwhile the uprooted 
trees - all believed to be 
“snags” or dead trees, though 
some were desorbed as__being 
of “husky” size — were re- 
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ported still to be lying at the 
roadside. 

And parks official Charlie 
Darkis said he has been ap¬ 
proached by several local peo¬ 
ple who wanted to know what 
was going on. 

Darkis did not deny that the 
trees could be a safety hazard 
but noted that “a live tree 
will blow down too if the wind 
blows hard enough . . how far 
are you going to go?” 

Darkis said that over the 
years his department had 
“great co-operation” with the 
highways department over 
tree preservation. “All of a 
sudden they decide to remove

“I don’t know why they 
would be surprised about re¬ 
moving dead snags.” _ 

Ellis said the removai of 
the Cathedral Grove trees 
was simply part of an opera¬ 
tion to remove hazardous 
trees beside the highway all 
the way to Tofino. 

He said he had discussed 
this with the parks depart¬ 
ment a couple of days before 
a contract crew started felling 
the roadside trees in the 
Grove. 

Ellis said the only trees 
token down were those pin¬ 
pointed as being dangerous by 
the Workers Compensation 
Board. 

Asked whether he thought 
the Workers’ Compensation 
Board had the power to order 
tree removal in this way. 
Ellis replied: “I don’t know 
whether they had the authori¬ 
ty to do it or not.”

Five-ton pincers save lives 

Race gadget answers prayer

It cuts through sheet metal 
as if it were butter.

The Victoria Fire Depart¬ 
ment demonstrated the $8,000 
piece of machineiy and had 
no difficulty convincing those 
present that it was worth 
every penny of its cost. 

For years, police and fire¬ 
fighters had called for equip¬ 
ment that would help ex¬ 
tricate victims from wrecked 
cars. 

Conventional tools were not 
only slow but also often dan¬ 
gerous because they involved 
open flames, such as in the 
case of cutting-torches. 

“And when you Work 
around a wrecked car, there’s 
always gasoline* around; you 
don’t want to get near the 
wreck with an open flame.’’ 
says Fire Chief Eric Sim¬ 
mons. 

Engineers of the Hurst 
Power Corporation were con¬ 
cerned about the same thing; 
the company was involved in 
car racing and it became 
clear that something’ had to 
be invented to free trapped 
drivers faster than conven¬ 
tional equipment. 

Hurst engineers designed 
the Jaws of Life. 

It consists of a gasoline mo¬ 
tor-operated hydraulic tool 
with two arms which close or 
open in scissor-like fashion 
with 10,000 pounds pressure. 


It comes with a cutting at¬ 
tachment that snai>s through 
steel door hinges or roof 
irosts. 

It can raise a car. bend the 
steering column upward to 
free a trapped driver, cut. 
through the sheet metal of a 
car Prof which can then be 
bent back and do all of these 
things in seconds. 

In the demonstration, it 
took the jaws about 20 sec¬ 
onds to get a dixn* off the car 
body. 

Simmons said the tool had 
been used about a dozen 
times in real accidents. 

“Saanich used, it five 
times,” he said, adding that 
the Saanich fire department 
will get its own jaws soon. 

Robert Melnyk, who operat¬ 
ed the jaws during the demon¬ 
stration, has also had a 
number of opjrortunities to- 
use it in actual emergency 
conditions. 

“It’s different; you don’t 
have much time; there’s a 
victim in the car; usually it’s 
nighttime and you can’t see 
too well,” Melnyk said. 

“Recently, I had to cut a 
piece of metal with the victim 
close to it. I watched his leg, 
but after we had pulled him 
out, someone told me the vic¬ 
tim’s arm had only been a 
couple of inches from where I 
was cutting,” Melnyk said. 

Can the jaws be credited 
with the saving of iivfes? 

4 ‘It’s difficult to say w'hat 
wpuld have happened in sorpe 
cases, hadn’t we had the Jaws 
of Life,” said Simmons. 

“But it certainly has cut 
down the time it takes to get 
victims out of wTecked cars,” 
he said.

A delegation from the Hos¬ 
pital Employees’ Union has 
asked Health Minister Robert 
McClelland for a freeze on 
staff layoffs and an investiga¬ 
tion into the spending proce¬ 
dures of the province’s hospi¬ 
tals. 

“And we’ll be back on his 
doorstep within a week if we 
don’t have an answer,” dele- . 
g a t i o n spokesman Ray 
McCready said Monday fol¬ 
lowing a half-hour meeting 
with the minister. 

McCready, a staff repre¬ 
sentative in Vancouver with 
HEU, ^aid it was vital 
McClelland make a decision 
before planned hospital 
layoffs next month. . 

The hospitals are faced with 
large 1975 operating deficits 
and no promise of extra help 
from the government. 

The union is indicating it 
won't accept a negative reply 
from McClelland. 

“Our course of action is 
going to depend on what an¬ 
swer we get from the min¬ 
ister,” McCready said. 

There was no veiled threat 
of a strike, although the union • 
has hinted that there could be 
“demonstrations.” • 

“He didn’t say yes, and he 
didn’t sdy no.” McCready 
said when asked about 
McClelland’s reaction to the 
union's recommendations. 

“But he did say he would 
resirond.” 

The union believes an inves¬ 
tigation is required as a 
means of creating a better 
system of financing hospitals. 

Under the present system. 
McCready says, the province 
is pouring “hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of taxpayers’ dollars into 
the hospital system without 
the minister knowing where it 
is going.” 

The situation was the same 
for past administrations, he 
said. 

McCready said the govern^ 
ment was in this position be¬ 
cause it believed in the au¬ 
tonomy of hospital boards and 
simply turned over the money 
to the boards. 

He said the union believed 
the boards should have to ac- 
courtt for the spending. 

The union also argued that 
considerable money could be 
.saved through standard¬ 
ization. 

"There are 14 hospitals on 
the Lower Mainland and 14 
kitchens," McCready said. 

“We are pointing out that 
four walls and a roof don’t 
make a hospital,” McCready 
said. 

“It’s the skilled people in¬ 
side. When you remove the 
skilled people you’re left with 
a first aid station.” 

He said as many as 350 
layoffs appeared to be in the 
works at Vancouver General 
Hospital. There have also 
been indications that as many 
as 100 jobs could be lost 
through layoff and attrition at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital in Vic¬ 
toria. 


Parking stays tight in Esquimalt 


Drivers looking for a park¬ 
ing spot in the commercial 
area of Esquimalt Road will 
just havte to continue looking 
elsewhere. 

Esquimalt traffic commit¬ 
tee refused to budge Monday 
in the face of a 133-signature 
petition calling for removal of 
parking restrictions in the 800 
and 900 blocks of Esquimalt 
Road. 

The petition read In part: 
“We Heel access should be 
given to the various bu¬ 
sinesses in this area who are 
paying taxes but are losing 


customers because of the 
parking situation.” 

But the committee went 
along with a recommendation 
from municipal engineer M. 
H. Campbell noting that 
streets were primarily for the 
movement of traffic and of 
lesser importance for the pro¬ 
vision of parking. 

Campbell also warned of 
further cutbacks in parking 
along the busy thoroughfare 
“with the ever increasing 
traffic volumes.” 

Committee chairman Ken 
Hill said the only alternative 


allowing for more parking 
was widening the road. 

“Which is very expensive,” 
Campbell said. 

Hill also noted that there 
wtere 140 accidents on Esqui¬ 
malt Road during 1975. 

In other business, the plan¬ 
ning, zoning and housing com¬ 
mittee was presented with 
plans for two linking town- 
house developments in the 800 
and 900 blocks of Admirals 
Road as a preliminary step 
toward considering entering 
into a land-use development 
contract with two developers. 


Although both proposals are 
to be developed separately, 
the same architect and engi¬ 
neer are preparing both. On 
completion, tiro two deitrrfop- 
ments would complement 
each other. 

Pass Developments is call- 
iflg for a 44-unit townhouse 
development for its 4.13 acres 
while Pine Home Builders is 
planning a 53-unit proposal for 
5.1 acres. 

Committee also decided it 
would rather stay at home 
than go into the homes of the 
municipality on cable televi¬ 


sion. Council had been invited 
by Victoria Cable vis ion to 
make use of available time 
for a community information 
show but Hill said council was. 
“too ^busy” already without 
taking on producing its own 
television show. 

Aid. Art Mebs could see no 
advantage in council having a 
monthly television show while 
aldermen Larry Mann and 
Ted Wright thought it was a 
good opportunity for council 
to reach residents. 

“I have no urge to become 
a television star.” Mebs.said.

Both duplexes were pro- 
1 rosed for lots orr Sevenoaks 
Road near Rainbow Park. No 


neighbors appeared before 
council to oppose the rezon- 
ings. 

Anton Ratzka and Armando 
Furtado were the applicants 
for one lot, and Gerrit Kloot- 
wyk for the other. 

The three aldermen object¬ 
ed to the rezonings because 
three duplexes had already 
been built nearby, and John¬ 
son didn’t like Ratzka and 
Furtado’s use of “second¬ 
hand plans.” They submitted 
plans which were originally 
drawn for another sit£' to be 


converted to the Sevenoaks 
lot. 

The question of in-law suites 
was also brought up, as it 
usually is when duplexes 
planned with basements are 
discussed. Municipal planner 
Gil Laurensbn tojd council 
that the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. required base- 
* ment plumbing in som£ 
houses, and so basement 
plumbing was not necessarily 
$ warning that a builder 
planned an illegal fourplex. 

Aid. Joe Bourque, who 


voted in favor of the duplexes, 
argued that council’s main 
concfem was land use, not de¬ 
sign, because council had no 
authority over design. 

Aid. David Paterson backed 
him up,' saying the very large 
lots were well suited to du-‘ 
plexes. The lots were so 
large, in fact that the owners 
would be fbreed to build and 
sell very expensive single¬ 
family hordes in an area 
where people couldn’t afford 
them, he said. 


After the hearing, Klootwyk 
said he would certainly re-ap¬ 
ply for duplex zoning. “It 
would be a waste of land’* not 
to. he said. 

lie was willing to accept a 
conditional rezoning which 
would prohibit him from ad¬ 
ding in-law suites in the du¬ 
plex basements, he told coun¬ 
cil. Council Appreciated the 
gesture, but could not legally 
grant rezonings with condd- 
ions attached. 

Klootwyk said he had be¬ 
come aware, through his 


wife’s work with the Multiple 
Sclerosis Society, of the prob¬ 
lems handicapped people 
have in converting homes to 
accommodate wheel-chairs. 
He said he Would like to build 
special wheelchair features 
into the strata-title duplex, if 
he could find handicapped 
people to buy it. 

At the same hearing, coun¬ 
cil unanimously rejected a re- 
zoning application for a du¬ 
plex on Grange Road because 
the lot was too small and 
parking inadequate.
